Later testimony before the legislative 
committee showed that, as a reprisal on 
The Jersey Journal, city officials called 
the theater men nto conference and or- 
dered them to withdraw their advertise- 
ing on pain of being closed down on 
Sundays. 

The first theater to return to The 
Journal was the State. Loew’s $2,000,000 
Jersey City Theater, which opened on 
September 28, bought much pre-opening 
space and is now a regular advertiser. 

Then Warner Brothers resumed adver- 
tisinz their five theaters, formerly Stanley 
houses.

Hard to Account for Drop in Grosses, Since Contributing 
Conditions Are Favorable—Smash Hits Getting 
All Trade—Cut-Rates Off 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14—Despite favorable weather and a Saturday holiday last 
week, business in the Broadway legitimate houses was generally off with only a few 


outstanding hits getting capacity trade. 


The slump is hard to account for since 


there are fewer attractions than usual and the quality of the prcductions to date 


this season has not been below par. 
and have been forced to hold the sack 
on some of their buys. On the other 
hand, the cut-rates have not been able 
to give the hangers-om the customary 
support, since business at the bargain 
counters has been decidedly off. It 
seems to be a case of the public being 
interested only in those few productions 
having a smash-hit reputation. 

In the musical field Sweet Adeline, 
at Hammerstein's Theater, tops the list, 
getting capacity every performance at a 
$6.60 top, with agencies getting as high 
as $30 a pair for seats. George White's 
Scandals, at the Apollo, and The Sketch 
Book, at the 44th Street, are next in 
point of demand. 

Among last week's surprises was the 
capacity business done by Fritzi Scheff 
in the Shubert revival of Mme. Modiste, 
at Jolson’s. The Victor Herbert operetta 
has been doing capacity at a $3 top and 
has even been getting a strong play from 
the agencies. Altho only booked itn for 
two weeks, it is generally conceded that 
it would be good for an {ndefinite run. 

Of last week's eight dramatic premieres 
only one, June Moon, Sam H. Harris’ 
production of the Ring Lardner-George 
S. Kaufman comedy, is rated a smash. 
The agencies immediately took a heavy 
buy after the opening and the show is 
considered set for a Broadway run de- 
spite the fact that the try-out reports 
were discouraging. 

Karl and Anna, the Theater Guild's 
initial effort of the season, was soundly 
panned al! around and {ts not figured’ to 
gO much berond the subscription period. 
Jenny, starring Jane Cow! at the Booth. 
is given a good chance largely because 
of the drawing power of the star. House 
of Fear is aimed solely at the cut-rates 
and is not deemed in the :running. 
Ladies Don’t Lie, which opened Friday 
at the Gallo, and First Mortgage, which 
bowed the same night at the Rovale, are 
not given a chance. William Faversham, 
in Her Friend the King, at the Longacre, 
is conceded to be a good cut-rate’ bet. 

In the dramatie field Strictly Dishon- 
orable, the Brock Pemberton smash at 
the Avon, tops the list in point of de- 
mand, altho David Belasco’s It’s a Wise 
Child, at the Belasco, is the gross leader, 
thanks to a larger house. Of the more 
recent arrivals, The Criminal Code, at 
the National, is rated a success.

There is no reason why any detailed 
analysis of this production is necessary. 
Suffice to say that it {s an empty, stilted 
and altogether unworthy plece of write 
ing. Why Hermen Bernstein thought it 
worth adapting for the American stage 
doubtless will remain one of the mys- 
teries of the current season. 

Burdened by such hopeless material, 
the members of the cast have’no oppor- 
tunity to show their mettle. The pro- 
ducers deserve a word of commendation, 
however, for the way they have cast this 
play and the artistic manner in which it 
has been mounted. The great wonder is 
why they allowed so much time, effort 
and money to be thrown away on such 
an obviously worthless comedy. 

Certainly there is room in the theater 
for such a project as Radiant Produc- 
tions is attempting to develop, and it is 
to be hoped that their next production 
will be of sufficient merit to put their 
low-top policy to a real test.

Trimmed

Bare Essentials § 


NEW YORE, Oct. 14.—Producers who 


proceed with plans for elaborate flashes 


carrying 10 and more people, and requiring salaries of more than $1,000, are not 


aiming for any dates from the RKO office. 


George A. Godfrey and his booking 


lieutenants on the Palace Theater Building sixth floor frankly do not want acts of 
this type—and have so informed producers—unless they carry outstanding talent, 


at least outstanding to the extent that 
the names mean something to the box 
offize. 

The reply of the RKO booking floor to 
the squawks of producer-agents that 
they were encouraged in fitting out ex- 
travazant flashes and then turned down 
flat is a blunt: “It’s a lie.” Unless 
franchised producers could show the 
office that their projected flashes in- 
cluded nationally-known personalities 
and unusual talent, they were made to 
keep far below the »1,000 mark. ‘Those 
who exceeded this limit were naturally 
disappointed when it came time to get 
action on their unwarrantedly expensive 
flashes. 

RKO's determination to stick to the 
$1,000 limit on flashes for an indefinite 
period is due in part to the centraliza- 
tion of the widely-discussed office graft 
on flashes in the days before RKO 
took the place of <-A-O. Many thou- 
sands of dollars were lost to the cir- 
cuit as a result of shady alliances be- 
tween bookers and flash-act producers. 
Several bookers have become _ inde- 
pendentiy wealthy after working the 
racket several seasons; the -ncome of 
producers from the scheme was ten- 
fold. 

This form of producer-booker graft 
with flashes as the medium of exchange 
for the racketeering is blamed directly 
for the ill repute of this type of vaude. 
attraction today. While the RKO office 
feels it has virtually wiped out this 
kind of graft, which made the circuit 
pay almost three times as much for 
mediocre flashes not worth more than 
$400 to $500, to make doubly sure that 
the practice will not recur, allegedly elab- 
orate flashes with undistinguished casts 
are being barred altogether. 

Flashes of average appeal, it has been 
found, mean nothing whatever to the 
box office, and absorb much money from 
the average house budget that might 
be used to better advantage in buying 
appealing novelty and comedy acts.

Inside of the matter is that Publix 
was most desirous of getting Golde to 
do this work on the Sixth Floor, but 
RKO put its foot down on it, one of its 
high officials adding the comment that 
Publix may take its houses out of the 
RKO columns if it is so minded, but 
RKO wants to feel that if it is booking 
Publix or any other outside houses it 
needs no outside counsel.

Booking officials are still opposed to 
their franchised agents doing business 
with any other office, and this includes 
the Warner outfit. In the last several 
weexs particularly, RKO agents have 
been openly visiting the Warner office. 
Kemp books several of the Stanley- 
Warner houses from the pop.-price side 
of the sixth floor, and this might have 
led agents to think that they can offer 
acts to bookers of the other Stanley- 
Warner houses and get away with it.

Re Cuts 


Big Time Blames Small Ca- 
pacities and Desire To 
Extend Route 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—RKO operation 
of certain Pan. houses has not helped 
the cut-salary situation west of the Mis- 
sissippi it appears. Producers are 
Squawking about being forced to take 
cuts in the five former Pan. houses on 
Sam Tishman’s book, viz., Spokane, Ta- 
coma, Portland, San Diego and Salt Lake 
City. To which the RKO office answers 
that the 25 per cent cuts are fully justi- 
fied in more than one respect. Firstly, 
an RKO official explains, these houses 
are small-capacity propositions and can- 
not afford to play the same shows 
booked for other houses along the West- 
ern route. The houses run from 1,200 
in Spokane to 2,300 in Salt Lake City. 

Further justification offered by RKO 
of maintaining cut-salary traditions in 
the five former Pan. houses is that acts 
should be glad to take these salary 
shearings because only by following this 
procedure can any kind of consecutive 
time be insured.them in the West. RKO 
says that if acts would rather have itt 
so, the five houses can be taken off the 
Senior Western book and added to the 
Chicago columns, this being where they 
were to have been booked from orig- 
inally, 

When Alexander Pantages issued cut- 
ealary contracts for the five houses it 
was generally understood in the trade 
that he was thus saving money in oper- 
ation. Salaries were permitted to be 
paid net in those days in houses booked 
but not operated by the Pan. office. RKO 
does not look at the matter in this way, 
but the results are intrinsically the 
same. 

Producers are also letting out a how! 
over the 50 per cent cut acts are forced 
to take when playing the Orpheum, St. 
Paul, on the Western route. To this the 
big time has not yet made answer.

Big Chains Permitting Few Offices To Linger Until Own 
Machinery Is Perfected for Booking Small-Time 
Houses—All-Sound a Big Help—Like Cholera 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14—There will not be a single independent booking office 


in the East by May 1, it is stated by those best qualified to know. 


Joining in 


support of this rather sensational statement are two highly respected showmen 


who have long been in close touch with the indies. 
It is believed that several hole-in-the-wall offices might hold out 


unidentified. 
peyond the predicted May 1 deadline, 
but these will be of such Iittle conse- 
quence with their half dozen or so of 
one-nighters paying peanuts that the 
prognosis will still hold good. 

All-sound policies maintained by indie 
operators far beyond the most pessimis- 
tic surveys of last season are not wholly 
blamed for the condition in which the 
indie bookers now find themselves. The 
biggest offensive the unattached act- 
buyers along the Big Street have had to 
fight off was the house-buying activity 
of the gigantic chains. 

As the indie offices are now situated, 
the larger of them are still going because 
Publix, Warner and other of the house- 
operating giants have thought it feasi- 
ble—and in some cases necessary—to al- 
low a few scattered houses of theirs to 
be booked on the outside. This arrange- 
ment is temporary by all means. As 
soon as provisions are made in the large 
circuifS the houses now outstanding and 
distributed among the remaining indies 
will ba booked out of auxiliary wings of 
the circuits that have acquired them 
from the original operators. 

One indie office which claimed a mini- 
mum of eight weeks a month ago has 
but two houses left on its books. One 
of these will be taken out thru a major 
circuit buy next week. Which leaves but 
one, and business is said to be poor 
enough here to warrant a foreclosure 
any day. 

What was once one of the busiest and 
most influential indie offices in the 
Eastern field reports thru its outspoken 
owner that the total amount of comm!s- 
sions realized since Labor Day is smaller 
than any actual week last season. His 
books prove it! 

Talkies have gained a greater foothold 
on indie operators than was ever thought 
possible. Unless an unforeseen develop- 
ment takes place—and takes place soon 
—indie vaudeville is definitely doomed. 

To be specific (the hardest thing one 
can do tn discussing indie conditions at 
this stage) the only offices remaining 
in the field that are doing any business 
at all are Fally Markus, Arthur Fisher, 
Jack Linder and the Dows. Not one of 
these, however, is qualified to come out 
in the open and show lists of houses and 
policies. To do this would be commer- 
cial suicide, and on this proposition they 
are all agreed. 

The L. & M. Theater Enterprises is 
doing a comparatively good booking 
business, but this outfit cannot be 
placed in the same class as the others, 
Since it is subsidized and books mostly 
the houses of its parent organization,

NEW-RULE PROMISE 
IS 4 MONTHS OLD 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—What was re- 
garded four months ago by RKO repre- 
sentatives as the potential basis of the 
solution of most of their troubles is 
now put into the category of the sixth 
floor’s biggest laugh. The reference is 
to the new set of rules that were to 
have been drawn up by the board of 
arbitration and duly approved by George 
A. Godfrey and Hiram S. Brown the 
week of June 17. Behind the laugh be- 
ing given to the rules that have not 
yet materialized is more than a mere 
suggestion of a bitter frown. 

New rules to guide their trading with 
the sixth floor bookers and acts are 
needed now more than any time within 
memory by RKO representatives. All 
kinds of versions of the cause of the 


- delay of the rules have been offered by 


uneasy act salesmen and enfranchised 
producers, but none are bold enough to 
admit that they know of any real reason 
why there should be at least a four- 
month gap between the time the rules 
were promised and the uncertain time of 
their delivery. 

One theory advanced of the cause of 
delay 1s likely to be accepted by most 
of the agent clan as nearer the truth 
than the many others. This is that the 
board of arbitration, headed by Norman 
E. Manwaring, has not yet been able to 
agree on the amended clauses written 
into their preliminary draft by Godfrey 
and Brown. 

As far as Godfrey its concerned, the 
rules might have been ready for release 
hv the end of June. He has been await- 
ing the final version the last several 


weeks, but Manwaring and his board 
colleagues have not been able, for un- 
explained reasons, to get together to 
meet Godfrey for a discussion of the im- 
portant issues involved in the new set 
of rules. 

It might be more truth than unveri- 
fied rumor that the new rules are being 
held up because representatives have in- 
formed their arbitration board that 
radical changes must be made in intra- 
office conditions before these will be 
acceptable to their wishes. 

The better type of RKO representatives 
prefer to have the booking office make 
changes in limits of commission fees and 
conditions of doing business on the out- 
side than doing the inevitable under 
clandestine circumstances. 

The unreasonable delay in the de- 
livery of the amended rules might also 
be attributed to the desire of Godfrey 
and Manwarineg’s board to withhold re- 
leasing these until the projected cleanup 
among representatives takes place. This 
was the procedure followed early last 
June. At that time new conditions in 
the office were not put into effect until 
the 13 ousted agents were finished with 
their three-month notice period. The 
next agent cleanup will take place, ac- 
cording to what is deemed an authentic 
report, by the middle of next month.

Sketches Wanted 
But RKO Won't - 


Take Initiative 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—Rather than de- 
ciding the matter on its own responsi- 
bility, in true diplomatic style RKO has 
placed the decision in the hands of 
others on the moot question: What does 
the big time intend to do about sketches 
this season? 

One of the highest officials in the 
booking department told a Billboard re- 
porter today that the day of mediocre 
sketches is definitely over. Only those 
sketches will be given consideration 
whose appeal is exceptional, either from 
emotional or comedy angles—or both. 
Particular attention will be focused on 
casts, and it will be required without 
exception that players reflect clearly in 
their ability the high standard of the 
script and staging. 

While this analysis of the sketch 
situation is rather a happy one for 
those interested in bringing the one- 
acter back into its old place in vaude- 
ville, it is not without a slight tinge of 
disappointment from one important 
angle. It was believed that when RKO 
took Rosalie Stewart into its production 
department she would be assigned an 
important place in the implied move- 
ment to bring back the sketch. Mise 
Stewart, however, has concerned herself 
in her comparatively new post with 
corralling writing and acting talent for 
Radio Pictures, and of late in handling 
talent for the RKO Hour over the major 
NBC network. 

It is felt in that part of the trade 
concerned with the sponsoring of 
sketches that several distinct gestures of 
good will toward sketches by RKO thru 
its Own production department can do 
more toward bringing back the sketch 
than anything else. If Miss Stewart 
were to put out two or three sketches 
that meet with favor in the RKO houses 
this would arouse authors to greater 
writing activity for the vaudeville 
branch of the theater, and would also 


divert a good number of dramatic 
artists into thinking along vaudeville 
lines. Vaudeville, it is felt, never needed 


real novelties as much as it does now. 
Since the sketch, with severa] notable 
exceptions, has been neglected as a 
vaudeville feature the last several sea- 
sons, a revival of this form of entertain- 
ment at this time would come under the 
head of real novelty. 


The vaudeville - patronizing public, 
RKO has been made to believe, have 
become surfeited with drawn-out flashes 
erroneously designed as units. To re- 
introduce worthy sketches now would 
effect a revival of interest in the vaude- 
ville branch. Vaudeville is hard set to 
compete with the huge picture houses in 
flash entertainment, and it can find a 
way out of the constant confusion in 
the routining of shows with picture- 
house presentations by leaning more 
definitely at this time toward the sketch 
idea. 


Miss Stewart has as wide and thoro a 
knowledge of sketches as any two people 
on the RKO booking floor. In another 
department John Pollock (head of the 
Photograph and Press Bureau) is also 
an expert in this branch of the vaude- 
ville field. The wise crowd have been 
asking one another for months why it 
is that this team has not been drafted 
to start the ball arolling for the revival 
of the sketch. 

The Undercurrent, Mrs. Fay FEhlert’s 
sensational playlet, will be given a return 
route over the big time beginning on 
or about the holidays. Mrs. Fhlert’s 
prize-winning sketch did excellent busi- 
ness everywhere and even went as far 
as breaking house records in several 
towns. All agree that it is one of the 
best adapted dramatic pieces ever writ- 
ten for vaudeville, but the proponents 
of the cause for the revival of booking 
interest in the sketch are squawking 
that the impression has been allowed 
to develop that The Undercurrent is an 
exception. Their point is that any good 
sketch can do well for the big time—or 
any other large circult—tf given decent 
exploitation and a fair break in bookings, 


Casting 
Trends 


Character Types Get Kibosh 
—Want Show-Stop Special- 
isis—Primas Also Out 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14—Only 20 to 50 
per cent of acts started on rehearsals 
and involved in calls for people to cast- 
ing offices actually get any kind of work 
after the readying process is over. This 
was learned from a canvass of the recog- 
nized offices here which deal with vaude. 
ville producers and artistes seeking part- 
ners and specialty support in their ve- 
hicles 

From the canvas of the vaude. casting 
offices it was learned that the unemploy- 
ment problem is greatest among s0- 
ealled character people and undistin- 
guished ensemble types. 

There has never been @ greater de- 
mand for comedians and hoofers with 
show-stopping routines. Chorus girls of 
striking appearance and routined in 
good specialties are also in great de- 
mand Hard times notwithstanding, 
those belonging in these classes can 
always get breaks in work and be kept 
busy at comparatively good money the 
greater part of the year. 

Singing styles, as predicted in a Bill- 
board story some months ago, have: also 
undergone phenomenal changes. Prima 
donnas are a drug on the vaude. market, 
a'tho one office still specializes in the 
classic type of fem. warbler, and pro- 
ducers call on this outfit when they 
need people of this type. Blues singers 
are wanted, and so keen is the demand 
for them that several, unknown until 
several months ago, now occupy spots 
in big acts and get salaries eclipsing 
what would be given to a prima-donna 
quartet if such a combo were tolerable. 

Major circuits have been giving fem. 
singles the go-by the last several seasons, 
but there appears to be a kinder dis- 
position toward blues singles, and it is 
not unlikely that there will be many 
torch warblers on their own and nicely 
paid before the end of the season. 

They don’t seem to follow the eco- 
nomic law of supply and demand in 
vaudeville producing. Every circuit of 
appreciable size has given flashes the 
thumbs-down gesture, yet the greatest 
activity in rehearsal] halls and in calls 
listed with casting offices concerns 
flashes. There are many comedy acts in 
the making, but these hardly approach 
flashes in number.

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—The Loew office 
is being taken to task by certain pro- 
ducers, according to report, for its al- 
leced destructive bargaining in getting 
acts to work for insufficient money in a 
string of local houses in the hopes of 
getting regular dates later—but getting 
shoved ovt in the cold instead. 

One of the grieving producers says he 
permitted an act to take an initial cut 
of 50 per cent on a purported showing 
and a string of cuts extending over three 
consecutive weeks. This was done be- 
cause the office had promised an eight- 
week route; had laid out the route in 
act. The act was canceled after the run 
over the cut-salary houses was finished. 

A similar situation is reported to have 
been behind the recent tilt between Sam 
Lyons, of the Lyons & Lyons office, and 
Marvin Schenck. The act concerned in 
the verbal joust between the agent and 
Loew's booking manager was Joe Fejer’s 
Suctety Gambols. It was alleged to be 
understood that by the time the act 
reached the Orpheum its claim to a 
route was established. On the Orpheum 
date, however, Schenck. demanded cer- 
tain cast changes which had not been 
complained of on earlier dates in town. 

Most of the trouble of this nature in 
the Loew office is said to be caused by 
disagreement of bookers on quality of 
acts. One booker evidently gets his way 
every time, thus placing others who say 
an act is set for a route in an embar- 
rassing position. It doesn’t make pro- 
ducers feel so good either.

It sounds like something we were once told was qualms of conscience, 
That small but penetrating voice murmurs over and over again: “What 
has happened to Edward F. Albee?” 

One answers: “Why Mr. Albee is alive and kicking, and in fact never 
looked better in 20 years. I see him walking into the Palace Theater Building 
several times a week.” 

But that still, small voice continues with its monotonous query, and it will 
not be stilled. Again and again, and then al! over again it whispers, but 
in an eerie whisper that can be heard high above the whoopee of the New 
Era Novices, “What, indeed, has happened to E. F. Albee?”

still with us. Just celebrated his 72d birthday, in fact, but somehow they've 
dropped him overboard, 

The query stuck to us like a leech. 
of the N. V. A.’s vice-presidents, was playing a date. 
stage. He was rubbing off his makeup. In a terrible hurry. 
know our mission, 

Briefly, we stated it. Solly listened to the still, small voice amplified by us 
into a distinctly spoken query: “What has happened to E. F. Albee?” 

Solly forgot that he was in a hurry. He bade his valet stop fussing around 
him. He sat down and pondered. And turning to us he answered a question 
with a question, like the learned rabbis of old. 

“Yes, what has happened to E. F. Albee? Man, that’s what | have been 
trying to find out ever since I've been elected. And | don’t mind telling you 
that you are the only man with courage enough to come right out and ask 
that question.” 

“Mr. Ward, since you are fair enough to call a spade a spade, am | to 
understand that you will carry this further and find out what has happened to 
Mr. Albee? And may | ask also, is it possible that the actors have really for- 
gotten this man?” 

The comedian had by this time ripped off his stage mustache which had 
given him a grotesque mien. He looked at us, and with a peculiar glint in his 
eyes, pointed to the finely appointed dressing room. Touched the various 
fixtures and conveniences, and then in an altogether unexpected flood of 
rhetoric exclaimed: 

“Albee will never be forgotten. As long as we have these. As long as 
actors are treated as human beings backstage, this man will not be forgotten. 
As long as the N. V. A. Sanatorium remains on its beautiful site, Albee will 
not be forgotten.” 

We leave Solly Ward. We go into other nooks and corners of vaudeville- 
dom. And we find out things that might make you sit up an take notice. 

Believe it or not, E. F. Albee, the man who spent much of his money, years 
of his valuable time and now-waning energies to build the sanatorium that will 
ever testify to at least one noble feature offthe N. V. A., was not invited to the 
ceremonies marking its official opening. 

After Albee’s painstaking work on construction had been completed; after 
he sent denry Chesterfield to Saranac Lake to buy the plot on which the 
sanatorium now stands; after he kept the machine going with which to build 
the sanatorium by bargaining with material mongers and personally attending 
to thousands of other intricate details; after all of this THEY DROPPED HIM 
LIKE A HOT COAL, sa 

We and many thousands of others who seek justice and have no axes to 
grind would like to know why! 

Albee is no angel. He is probably human enough not to pretend to be one. 
He has the failings of a mortal. Like any man who has reached the pinnacle 
of success in a field he has hosts of friends as well as vindictive enemies, We 
personally hold no brief for him. 

But it is a shame, an unanswerable one, that when he nears the twilight 
of his life the beneficence of this man should be completely forgotten by those 
whose primary duty should be to pay him homage. 

We dont't care who is responsible for the Albee outrage—even if we have 
suspicions. But Eddie Cantor and others who have been ill-advised yet have 
time to right a wrong. 

Eddie. you might get after Mr. Albee and see what he has to say about all 
of this. He might shock you. We know you're sport enough to do it. But it 
should have been done long ago.

When the sisters Skelly started out in 
this happy little idea fostered by the 
Lester Lee producing firm they had a 
less brilliant act, which was subbilled 
as Putting on the Ritz when caught by 
this reviewer last winter. Imagine what 
a corking act this latest version is if 
the earlier one in its less appealing state 
was deemed by us at the \.im: to be one 
of the cleverest little pieces extant. The 
clever sisters of the “Skid” of Burlesque 
and the picturized Dance of Life should 
have played the Palace long ago in this 
act. Monica, for one, is an old Palace- 
ite. She had the distinction of support- 
ing old Eddie Foy in his “Farewell Ap- 
pearance” at the ace house; that was 
one time a “farewell” allusion in a bill- 
ing really meant something. 

In the much improved musicalized 
story of the retail shop girls who plaster 
on the boloney in order to grab off a 
pair of princes charming—and succeed, 
but not by pulling the ritz business— 
Ann comes to the fore as a comedienne 
who will have to be reckoned with 
among the big “names” in a not very 
long time to come. Monica is her per- 
fect foil, and by herself is no piker of 
a sing-dance and line-reading artiste. 
In a less sensational way than Ann she, 
too, is a comedienne one cannot help 
liking. 

Lee and Levison have sharpened up 
the gags considerably, and have achieved 
the happy goal of providing snappy com- 
edy that never becomes offensive 
There’s nothing for RKO’s censor bureau 
to worry about here. Their special] mu- 
sic and lyrics are as good as some of the 
released stuff we’ve heard of late touted 
as hit material. 

As the money boys Pat Whalen and 
Webster Taylor do nicely, but at no 
time do they threaten to steal the act 
away from the Skellys. They really 
ought to give them a better fight than 
that. The character woman used in the 
earlier version is replaced by a sweet 
little ingenue. Also a change for the 
better. Act is nicely dressed, and 
mounted with a lavishness that the RKO 
office should appreciate. 

They should play this plenty. Only 
we advise that they drop Hal Skelly’s 
name from the billing.

Her adaptations 
of vocal numbers so closely resemble 
those of the girl in the former act that 
there is little room for doubt. There is 
little value to this offering as a single, 
as evidenced by the improvement shown 
at this show when Miss Calvert sang 
two numbers before Ben Barton’s Band 
in the closing spot.

New Palace, Chicago 


(Reviewed Saturday Ajternoon, Oct. 12) 

An excellent bill leaning heavily to 
comedy. Not more than half a house. 
How long before the talkies will take 
this two-a-day stronghold? 

First half Ruth Mix unit, running al- 
most an hour and a half. Ruth doesn’t 
contribute much in the way of talent, 
but she’s pretty, cute and Ruth Mix, so 
why worry? With her prize-winning high- 
school horse Lindy she does a trio of 
standard circus tricks, then introduces 
Douglas, Wright & Co., whose prop horse 
“Spark Plug” presents some highly 
amusing antics. 

The show really gets under way with 
the appearance of the Seven Rangers, 
who went over so big as a separate act 
several months ago. Once more they 
cleaned up with their melodious har- 
monizing. Then the Gamby-dHale Girls 
introduced a spectacular ballet featuring 
a realistic prairie fire and won a heavy 
hand. 

Jed Dooley, assisted by Audree Evans 
was the comedy high spot of the bill. A 
few of his jokes didn’t filter, but most 
of ‘em, even the ancient puns (and he 
has aplenty), went over great. His part- 
ner hasn't much to do, but is good to 
look at cnd an excellent feeder for Jed's 
comedy. 

Toby Tobias and his orchestra, as- 
sisted by the rest of the Mix unit, pro- 
vided half an hour of furious fun, some 
tolerable tooting and, best of all, more 
harmonizing by the Rangers. 

Sunshine Sammy and a couple of 
other sepias offered some hot hoofing, 
best of which was Sammy’s Bill Robin- 
son stair dance. 

Evans and Mayer, first of the separate 
acts, were on just before intermission 
and got across in great style. Mayer 
still affects the cowboy outfit, chews 
gum and gets away with some terrible 
comedy, while Miss Evans sings several 
blues songs very nicely. 

Broadus Erle, on after intermission, is 
one of those unexplainable boy prodigies. 
We've never listened to sweeter violin 
music than this lad of eight drew from 
his instrument.

Foster, Fagan and Cox, a harmonizing 
trio, got across in great style with half 
a dozen comedy numbers. 

Ken Murray in next to closing wowed

act contains much of the same material 
he used in his unit show and he still 
has Helen and Milton Charleston with 
him, both going over big as ever. He 
also brought on Foster, Fagan and Fox 
for a song number and a knockabout 
comedy bit with Charleston and an un- 
billed girl. 

The Six Marinelli Girls in closing spot 
presented a unique combination of 
gymnastics and music and held the 
crowd nicely, altho the show again ran 
half an hour over time.

A vastly different layout from any they've had here this season, but by no 
means a less appealing one. There’s a rea'ly novel unit here, and that probably 
accounts for the difference. Business absolutely blah this matinee; in fact, the 
worst on record. Blame the World's Series and a couple of collegiate football 
games. 

GEORGE CHOOS'’ Odds and Ends takes up the greater part of the 
first half. It beats in lavishness any unit that has played the ace house since 
Harry Carroll started the oft-recurring epidemic. Coming to think of it, Choos 
himself is a past master at this racket, too. The production does not follow 
orthodox vaudeville requirements, but it nevertheless manages to leave one fully 
pleased with having seen it. Hurst and Vogt are the leading comedy figures, and 
blond Chic Kennedy stands out as the strongest solo personality. Her tcugh 
moll number is several pegs higher than a classic. An attempt—and by no means 
a clumsy one—is made to bring Frances Gershwin, George's sister, to the fore in 
a rehash of the popular composer’s numbers. Not a bad idea at all. Clever skits, 
fine ensemble routines by the 12 Auditorium Girls, wow specialties and mountings 
that simply take your breath away combine to make Odds and Ends the best of 
the independently produced units extant. If Chocs pulls out his investment, it 
wi'l be at the expense of breaking some of the stingy bookers’ hearts, or maybe a 
fling in the picture houses will do the trick. This unit is as good for the de luxe 
grinds as for vaudeville, and very much okeh for both. But, oh, the money in 
vaudeville! Among the corking specialty people here are Kathryn Irwin, Leonard 
Sillman, Tommy Wonder, Murray Wood, Karen and Zande, and the Harmony Trio.

Remodeled Laboratory 


NEW YORK, Oct. 


14——The reconstruction and the installation of new 


machinery and equipment at Paramount’s Long Island laboratory was completed 


this week. The new additions make it 


possible for the laboratories to turn out 


a maximum capacity of a little more than 1,000,000 feet of film a day. 
The reconstructed plant is scheduled to handle the developing and printing 


of all production work at the Paramount 
Long Island studios, as well as all foreign 
laboratory work and a _ considerable 
quantity of the release print-making 
from the Hollywood-made productions. 

The changes made during the past few 
months include alteration of the 
structure as well as the installation of 
new equipment in every department in 
the plant. Six complete units of Spoor- 
Thompson developers have been installed 
as the nucleus of the plant. To accom- 
modate them it was necessary to raise 
the roof of the building seven feet. 
These machines automatically develop, 
wash, dry and polish the film in 1,000- 
foot rolls. The automatic printing ma- 
chines have been increased from 20 to 
40. Fed by these printers, each of the 
developing machines has a capacity of 
7,000 feet of film per hour. With all 
six machines at capacity on a 24-hour 
shift, the plant is capable of turning out 
1,008,000 feet of finished film each day. 

A complete machine shop, capable of 
turning out repair work on the cameras 
or sound-recording equipment, Occupies 
one complete wing on the lower floor. 
Enlarged space and new equipment has 
also been provided for the negative 
cutters. 

The reconstruction and enlargement of 
the Paramount Astoria laboratories is 
taken as a forecast of intensive produc- 
in the East during 
the coming year. 

The remodeling of the plant was 
planned and executed by Frank Myers, 
general manager of the laboratory, and 
the operation is in the charge of Frank 
Le Grande, assistant general manager 
and superintendent

William Fox’s Plans 


For Next 25 Years 


Theater and Film Magnate Celebrates First Quarter Cen- 
tury in Business by Announcing Ideas for Benefit- 
ing School Children, Churches and Surgery 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—William Fox, celebrating his 25th anniversary in motion 
pictures, has mapped out a routine for the next 25 years that is both constructive 


and ambitious. 


He has three main ideas in mind. With 25 years behind him and 


the advancement of Movietone talking pictures in the last few years, followed by 


the introduction of the Grandeur Fi!m 
into the talking picture art. 

His first idea is to give growing 
children, who are at the school age, 
more time in the sunlight. In, order to 
do this he believes that talking pictures 
can be developed to teach children in 
three hours what it has taken them six 
hours to learn in the past. His idea is 
to have the foremost educators in the 
world give lessons via the talking film 
on their specialized subjects and have 
these pictures shown in every school- 
room in the country. 

Second, Fox states there are 150,000 
churches in the country and 50,000 
parish houses with an average of 500 
seats. A survey has found that only 
15 per cent of these seats are occupied 
at church services. The Fox idea is to 
have the leading ministers of the various 
denominations delivering sermons via 
talking films and playing the 
fhurches. The idea is to use them as an 
added attraction to the local minister. 

Third, his idea reaches medical science. 
He intends advancing the idea of having 
delicate and out-of-the-ordinary surgical 
operations photographed with sound so 
that they may be used as studies for 
other surgeons. Fox has just made such 
a picture in Chicago with Dr. Nelson H. 
Lowry operating on a cancerous patient 
with a radium knife. This picture will 
be shown in Chicago this week at the 
annual meeting of the American College 
of Surgeons. 

Fox also stated that when he first 
started to develop Movietone, for which 
the perfecting cost more than $6,000,000, 
the theater was not in his mind. It 
was these three ideas which he intends 
perfecting that were paramount. 

Fox is just 50 years old, and in spite 
of rumors that he had been badly in- 
capacitated since his automobile accident 
some few months ago, when seen at his 
estate on Long Island proved anything 
but an alling man. He has inspiration 
and vitality, judging from the manner 
in which he talks and moves. His ambi- 
tion for the next 25 years is set forth 
in the three ideas enumerated.

Paramount Third Quarter 
Brings Record Earnings 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—Paramount-Fa- 
mous-Lasky Corporation earnings for 
the third quarter of 1929 showed the 
greatest increase in the history of the 
organization and broke all previous 
records. The consolidated net profits for 
the quarter ending September 22, which 
includes earnings of subsidiavy com- 
panies after all charges and taxes are 
deducted, is estimated at $4,600,000. 
which amounts to $1.74 per share on 
2,647,326 shares, the number of shares 
outstanding at the end of the quarter. 

The profit for this year’s third quarter 
is approximately 119 per cent greater 
than the profits for the corresponding 
quarter of 1928. It is also 68 per cent 
ahead of the profits for the fourth 
quarter of 1928, which until this quarter 
stood as the record quarter of the com- 
pany. 


The estimated profits for the first nine 
months also created a record for the 
company, being ahead of 1928, the pre- 
vious record first nine months of the 
company, and being over $1,000,000 ahead 
of the full year’s profits for 1928, which 
was the company’s previous record year.

Standardization. Wide Film 
and Other Subjects Dis- 
eussed at Toronto Meet 


TORONTO. Can., Oct. 14.—Determined 
to make the organization a more demo- 
cratic one, that will revise the constitu- 
tion and take radical steps to promote 
the growth of the organization, the So- 
ciety of Motion Pictnre Engineers, in ses- 
sion here last week, elected J. L. Crab- 
tree as its new president to succeed L. C. 
Porter. 

Officers of the organization for the en- 
suing year are: J. L. Crabtree, of the 
Eastman Kodak Company, president; 
Kenr eth Dickman, of the Eastman Kodak 
Company, vice-president: R. S. Burn- 
ham, of the Edison Lamp Works, secre- 
tary; W. C. Hubbard, Cooper-Hewitt 
Electric Company, treasurer. 

The peak of the convention was 
reached the final night at the annual 
banoguet, with Jack Arthur as m. c., and 
a nithly diversified and entertaining pro- 
gram, arranged by Capt. F. C. Baggley, 
Geerge E. Patten, W. C. Hubbard and 
W. C. Kunzman. 

Wide Alm and its development was an 
outstarding topic under discussion dur- 
ing the four-day meeting. Standardiza- 
tion of sound-picture equipment was 
urgei in papers read before the engineers. 

Mavor Samuel McBride, in a welcoming 
speech to the body, nailed the engineers 
as “the brains of the industry.” Able 
argument was made in favor of a 
standard size for frames and screen. J 
L. Crabtree, chairman of the progress 
committee, reported extensive use of 
color sound pictures and enlarged pic- 
tures by use of the wide film during the 
last six months. There are now four 
different sizes and types of wide film, he 
said, arguing for standardization. 

Large-size pictur2s and projection were 
major topics at the sessions. Dr. K. C. D. 
Hickman, of the Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany, stirred the engineers by an arraign- 
ment of the present method of adminis- 
tration, which, he said, is “self-per- 
petuatine” and not democratic, in view 
of the rapidly increasing membership of 
the society. He argued that a minority 
controlled the society, and urged an 
emendment to the constitution that 
would permit independent nominations 
for office not less than two months prior 
to each election. Terry Ramsaye, editor- 
in-chief for Pathe, read a paper on “The 
Human Equation in Sound Picture Pro- 
duction”. Among the reports of com- 
mittees was one on the proposed journal 
to be published by the society.

It was stated that 
even after 130 runs, no excessive noise 
developed on the lubricated film.

The realization of the unlimited 
potentialities for the sound screen for 
educational and industrial purposes has 
been marked by this decisive step in 
placing an apparatus on the market that 
lends itself to the possibilities of instruc 
tion and information. It is believed that 
this new equipment definitely brings the 
entry of talking films into the class- 
room, industrial plant and lecture hall. 


So certain are the manufacturers of 
the success of this new, portable equip- 
ment that RCA has made plens to pro- 
duce films for its special usage at the 
Gramercy Studios here. Lecture films, 
i‘lustrated travel tours, sermons by 
prominent members of the church, scien- 
tific discourses in sight and sound, Class- 
room experiments conducted on the film 
in the speech of world-famed educators, 
industrial and sales films, will all be 
produced there. 


A complete system has already been 
established for the production of non- 
theatrical films, and a group of editors 
anc scenarists are busy selecting and ar- 


ranging suitable material for production. 
Numerous subjects have already been 
completed, with more going into produc- 
tion each week Some of the distin- 


guished people in public life, scientists, 


explorers and industrialists, who have 
made and are scheduled to make films 
at the Gramercy Studios, are Secretary

The equipment consists of a projector 
designed to accommodate standard 35 
mm. film. The projector is designed to 
operate from a power source of 110 volts, 
60-cycle alternating current, and has a 
standard sound-film speed of 90 feet a 
minute. A picture six by eight feet can 
be projected at a distance of 50 feet; pic- 
tures of other dimensions are possible 
with other lenses. The amplifying sys- 
tem is alternating current operated, 
adaptable to direct current. Because of 
its standard design, the portable projector 
can accommodate any talking film re- 
corded in the present development of 
the art.

Connelly comedy sketch, The Uncle, and 
Walter Damrosch at the piano, with the 
chords photographed as they were 
sounded. In other words, the sound 
track itself was photographed, making it 
possible to both see and hear sound.

On Fox Anniversary. 


Coast-to-Coast Theaters Observe Silver Jubilee—Stock To 
Be Sold Direct to Patrons—Special Features on 
All Programs 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—Capitalizing his 25th anniversary in the theater busi- 
ness to the extent of making it a stock-selling campaign, William Fox inaugurated 
the anniversary last Saturday with Movietone talks in his various theaters, telling 
of his experience in the show business, and offering the customers the opportunity 
cf cashing in on their patronage by buying stock in the Fox outfit that is now 


being placed on the market. 

Fox's phenomenal rise in the business 
reads like an Alger book. It was in 1904 
that he purchased a third interest in a 
store movie for $1,666, which represented 
about $100 more than he had in the 
world at that time. The gross of the 
hoi se ran about $7 per night, and it was 
only thru the most intensive exploitation 
campaigns that Fox was able to put the 
house over. 

What profits were made were put into 
the business, and it was not long before 
other nickleodeons, under Fox manage- 
ment, began to spring up on the lower 
East Side. 

In the same year, due to the growth 
and expansion of their business, Fox and 
his associates felt the need of more film, 
and formed the New York Film Rental 
Company, this outfit functioning until 
1913, when the demand for film necessi- 
tated the forming of a larger company to 
succeed the old. Several companies were 
formed within the year, only to be suc- 
ceeded by the Fox Film Corporation. in 
1915, that has grown to be one of the 
largest in the world. 

About the time of the forming of the 
Fox Film Corporation, Fox and his as- 
sociates decided to expand their theater 
holdings, and acquired the Academy of 
Music on 14th street, where their thea- 
ter operations became centered. The 
company continued to improve, until to- 
day its holdings are among the largest 
of the world’s theatrical enterprises. 

Tn. his activities, Fox has always been 
constantly on his toes for new ideas to 
advance the motion picture and the- 
atrical industry at large. He was among 
the pioneers of the talkies, and the 70 
mm. film received from his organization 
creat aid in its effort for recognition. 

From coast to coast this week the 
many Fox theaters are celebrating the 
Fox Silver Jubilee by presenting added 
attractions and the cream of the Fox 
film product.. The stock-selling idea is 
an unusual one, as well as being an idea 
that will put more Fox stock on the 
market and no doubt aid the growth cf 
one of filmdom’s greatest organizations. 

Mayor James J. Walker, one of William 
Fox’s stanchest friends, made a speech 
from the stage of the Academy of Music 
Saturday night commemorating the 
anniversary and relating some of the ex- 
periences that he, Mayor Walker, recalled 
in his long association with the movie 
magnate. Both men were reared in the 
same neighborhood and were close 
friends in their younger days.

NEW FILMS 
Caught in New York 


“Applause” 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Criterion 

This picture will cause a vast amount 
of comment. Whether the comment will 
enhance its drawing power is a question. 
Nevertheless, the film is questionable. 
Questionable from its value as to story, 
its drab surroundings and its appeal. 

It is drama—scrcid drama—at times 
brutal in its tawdry realities, yet with a 
vast human intérest, a perfect cast and 
an original direction by Rouben 
Mamoulian, that in itself will bring 
cause for various diversified opinions. 

Applause is based on a story by Beth 
Brown. It is daring in its treatment 
even tho much of it has evidently been 
toned down forethe screen production. 
It is purely a tale for sophisticates, and 
it is doubtful if the smaller populated 
towns will take to it at all. 

It has artistry in direction and in 
character portrayal, yet the general ap- 
peal for the average movie audience is 
lacking. Still anyone who views it must 
be gripped by its grim tragedy, its danger- 
ous conflicts of sex and the meticulous 
character delineation of Helen Morgan 
and the dainty winsomeness of Joan 
Peers, 2 newcomer to the screen, who is 
certainly made by this one role. 

In Applause we have the story of a 
burlesque queen, who in her palmiest 
day’ was only another actress. Even 
when age comes, she has her dreams of 
Broadway, with stardom and her name 
in incandescents. It is a futile fight of 
a mediocre-talented performer trying to 
“shake” her way into a spot in the sun. 
A child is born to her just after she 
finishes her number on the stage, and a 
physician is summoned from the audi- 
ence to attend her. At first she pictures 
her child as a star, but the arguments 
of a male performer in the company 
makes her see the pitfalls, the tawdry 
existence that follow the profession, and 
she sends the child to a convent to be 
educated and become a lady. 


Years pass, the daughter has become 
16. In the meantime the mother has 
become enamcred of a member of her 
troupe, who is nothing more than a stage 
gigolo, forcing her to give him presents 
and lend him money, and in return he 
flirts with the other girls in the troupe. 
He forces the mother to take the girl 
from the convent ani bring her back to 
her. He coaches the girl for the stage, 
much against the wishes of the mother, 
and entirely in opposition to the girl. 
But he has other ideas. Mother has 
aged and daughter brings the youth, in- 
nocence and beauty that he desires, even 
tho his advances are met with a deter- 
mined resistance. It is a life of bicker- 
ing, with the mother so insanely in love 
with the man that she doesn’t fathom 
his motives, and tries to keep peace in 
the family. 


However, a boy comes into the story— 
a sailor. His love for the girl is the 
beautifully cimple thing of the entire 
picture, and the few sequences in which 
he appears with the girl relieve the 
mumerous tawdry situations and drab 
surrdundings in which the film is steeped. 
The picture ends as the mother dies in 
the dressing room from an overdose of 
sleeping tablets, while the girl goes on 
and does a number, and is rescued from 
the theatricz1 life at the last minute by 
her sailor sweetheart. 


Helen Morgan gives a remarkable por- 
trayal of the mother. She has stamped 
herself as an actress of the first water 
and one to be reckoned with in future 
productions. First of all, she is courage- 
ous in accepting the role than many 
feminine film stars would have refused. 
She is even more courageous in her por- 
trayal, for never once in the entire pic- 
ture does she make an effort to leave any 
other impression than that the woman 
is a coarse, blowsy creature. In less 
competent hands the role might have 
been nauseating. The fact that the star 
wes able to sustain the sympathy of the 
audience is a sincere credit to the ability 
of Helen Morgan. 

Joan Peers, a newcomer to the screen, 
plays the role of the shy, convent-bred 
girl with an honesty that is overwhelm- 
ingly compelling. Hardly making an im- 
pression when she first comes into the 
story, one begins to marvél at her re- 
pressive emotion that prdves an excellent 
contrast to the more vivid character of 
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the mother. Fuller Mellish, Jr., as the 
mother’s lover, and Henry Wadsworth, as 
Tony, both offer noteworthy characteriza- 
tions. 

Rouben Mamoulian, who directed Wings 
Over Europe and Porgy, makes his en- 
trance as a motion picture director with 
this production. Mamoulian’s detail is 
startling in its realism. He catches the 
fancy of the audience directly in his first 
scene, and from then follows with bits 
of original business that are interest 
compelling. He has come nearer co- 
ordinating the former silent screen with 
the speaking stage by the talking pic- 
ture than any director—either of the 
screen or the stage. 

From a technical and artistic stand- 
point, the picture is a success. The 
same is true of the various character 
portrayals and the photography. Its en- 
tertainment value is a matter of doubt, as 
its story in most sequences is not only 
oppressive but depressing. Exhibitors 
will find their audiences both pro and 
con concerning this production. .

“They Had To See Paris” 
(FOX-MOVIETONE) 
At the Roxy 
For real honest-to-goodness laughs and 


pure unadulterated American humor this 


picture is the stuff. Will Rogers in his 
appearances in the silent drama was 
nothing to rave about, but in his first 
talking picture he is there in many 
different ways. 

The brilliant wit and stage star is 
thorcly natural in the role of the Ameri- 
can garage man, a former veterinarian, 
who suddenly comes into money when 
he strikes oil. So natural is Rogers in 
this characterization, it is difficult to 
determine whether Rogers is playing a 
character or just being himself—it is 
more likely the latter. The humor is 
sly, the dialog brittle and the direction 
by Frank Borzage perfect. While Owen 
Davis is credited with dialog, one has 
but to hear scme of the quaint philos- 
ophy of “Pike Peters” to realize how 
many Will Rogerisms have crept into 
the talk. 

The story is based on Homer Croy’s 
novel of the same name and deals with 
a family of social climbers, all but the 
father, who forgets the moneygetter 
until his real value is brought home in 
a rather unoriginal tho interesting 
method. However, Rogers is a thoroly 
human that one forgets the lack or in- 
genu.ty in this sequence. 

Trene Rich has the role of the social 
climbing wife and is delightfully cast, 
while Marguerite Churchill and Owen 
Davis, Jr., give excellent performances 
as the son and daughter, tho Miss 
Churchill should avoid extremes in her 
headgear to gain a camera advantage. 

Ivan Lebedeff and Fifi Dorsay score 
nicely in two character rcles, as does 
Theodore Lodi. Frank Borzage has 
caught the French atmosphere and the 
scene in which the oil gushes down the 
side of the hill and over the feet of the 
thritled bystanders is something to talk 
about. 

All in all an excellent vehicle and one 
that will go anywhere whether Will 
Rogers is known or not and where is 
there such a place that he is unknown?

That highly sophisticated and con- 
tinental novel, Madonna of the Sleeping 
Cars, has been made into a thoroly bad 
picture. The film comes out of the 
French studios decorated in the latest 
futuristic sets, together with weak 
photography and a rambling, disjointed 
continuity that does very little justice 
to the plot of the original. 

Maurice Gieize is given credit for the 
direction and the scenario, and has fallen 
down ‘completely in both undertakings. 
Furthermore he is abetted by as wooden 
and inept a cast as could have possibly 
been recruited. 

What the picture tries to tell is the

Thru an opportunity to 
become her secretary a young nobleman 
finally becomes embroiled in dark, dire 
doings in a prison located on a lonely 
stretch of the Russian seacoast. By 
some vague coincidence or other, his 
fair ladyship rescues him on her yacht 
from an untimely execution. Picture 
flashes back to the Riviera and a Scot- 
tish castle, where a young villainous 
Russian girl is killed. Because she has 
loved too well but not wisely the de- 
funct nobleman, this episode brings on 
another wandering spell to the aristo- 
cratic heroine and she forsakes all, leav- 
ing on a train for a destination she her- 
self does not know. 

Might go over in art houses, where 
reputation of book and author, Maurice 
DeKobra, is fairly well known.

At the Colony 


Big News is the best newspaper story 
that has yet been brought to the screen 
and, incidentally, one of the best pro- 
gram pictures that Universal has released 
in many a day. The entire production 
is filled with comedy that, while akin 
to wisecracking, is original enough to 
give the customers a great number of 
laughs. 

A drunken reporter, who ts on the

In Laura LaPlante’s latest production 
the casting director has made the vita! 
mistake of adding a young lady to the 
cast who can really act. Mildred Van 
Dorn is the lady’s name and she shows 
Miss LaPlante up to a point where it 
isn’t funny. Despite the fact that she 
is playing the heavy role, Mildred gets 
away with some mighty good werk and 
practically steals the show. Under or- 
dinary circumstances it is possible that 
this young lady would not show up so 
prominently. But in this production, 
which is altogether bereft of comedy, 
acting or any of the factors that go to 
making‘a half-way decent picture, she 
stands out like a sore thumb. 

The plot centers around a married 
couple who continually row over the 
wife's ‘going to Paris to study art and 
who finally goes and leaves her husband 
in the care of his old sweetheart.

Her voice is alto- 
gether unsuited for talkies and has a 
rasping quality not unlike a piece of 
beeswaxed string being pulled from a 
tin-can. base. 

The recording is poor and at spots it's 
impossible to understand the dialog. 
This production is about the weakest 
thing Laura LaPlante has done so far, 
and that’s saying a lot. Supporting 
Universal's prize blonde in this futile 
attempt at comedy is Mildred Van Dorn, 
Walter Scott and Eugene Bennett.

“Rio Rita” 
(RADIO) 
At the Earl Carroll 


The Ziegfeld musical comedy success of 
three seasons ago has been brought to 
the screen as an entertaining, spectacu- 
lar and, at times, hilarious vehicle. The 
amusing comedy situations that broke 
the romantic sequences of the origina} 
vehicle have been closely followed in the 
celluloid version. In fact, the entire 
original libretto has -been quite strictly 
adhered to, tho several new musical 
numbers have been interpolated, due to 
the fact that the producers realized that 
the numbers of the original score had 
become just a little too familiar to the 
theatergoing public. However, Rio Rita, 
The Rangerss’ Song and Kinkajou are 
still favorites in the screen production. 

The surprising feature of this produc- 
tion is Bebe Daniels, who has the role of 
Rita Ferguson, essayed in the stage pro- 
duction by Ethelind Terry. The role is 
an exacting one, on account of its dialect 
(Rita is a Mexican character), its 
tempestuous dramatics and its demands 
for a highly trained singing voice. How 
this former harum-scarum star of the 
silent screen comes thru in the audible 
film is fodder for the movie producers’ 
thoughts. Miss Daniels was considered as 
almost thru with vhe silent drama when 
the screen took on audibility, and Radio 
erabbed her. It must be with something 
akin to acute chagrin that the movie 
producers, who let their silent stars slide 
to seek the stars of the stage, untutored 
in the ways cf the screen, look upon the 
sucess of Miss Daniels in her first singing 
and talking picture. 

The role of Rita is the typical musical 
comedy prima donna character. How- 
ever, Miss Daniels is a revelation. She is 
bewitching in the numerous Spanish 
gowns, and lends a vivid personality to 
the exotic character. Her singing voice 
is excellent. At times it seems like a 
mezzo-soprano, while her high notes are 
well placed and register perfectly. In 
fact the voice has more sureness than 
many of the much-heralded trained 
voices that have preceded hers to the 
screen. Her rendition of the obbligato to 
one of the chief numbers, as John Boles 
sings the straight tempo, is delightful. 
At the end of the first part she works up 
to a dramatic singing climax that she 
handles with the finesse of any Broadway 
musical comedy star. 

Among the feminine characters little 
Dorothy Lee, who was heralded as a screen 
find after her first appearance in Synco- 
pation, carries away the second honors. 
Appearing in the role that was originally 
played by Ada May, Miss Lee is thoroly 
delightful. With Bert Wheeler she has 
one of the hit numbers of the film in 
We Need Each Other, which, by the way, 
is one of the numbers written especially 
for the screen production. 

The comedy honcrs fall to Bert Wheeler 
and Robert Woolsey, two of the origina} 
Ziegfeld cast. While some of their antics 
are a little burlesquey, they are sure-fire 
laughs. This pair makes an excellent 
team, and no doubt will find themselves 
featured in some future production. 
Woolsey loses some of his exaggerated 
marnerisms on the screen that seemed 
to stamp him as an over-zealous worker 
on the stage. 


John Boles has the role essayed by J. 
Haiold Murray during the run of the 
play at the Ziegfeld Theater. Boles is 
another star from the silent screen who 
has come into his own since the screen 
becime audible. Possessing a pleasing 
personality, a delightful voice, he lends 
character to the role of the Captain of 
the Rangers, and thru this removes a 
good bit of the stereotyped delineation 
that usually comes to the musical com- 
edy hero. 

Luther Reed, who directed the picture, 
has managed to get a nice bit of atmos- 
pheric pressure thruout the entire pro- 
duction. He has saved his big ensemble 
scenes for the second half of the fi)m, 
which is done all in Technicolor. The 
picture is rather slow in getting started, 
ani a few cuts during the first hour 
would not be amiss. 


The story of Rio Rita might be the 
story of any stage musical comedy. There 
is the usual misunderstanding of the 
lovers at the finish of the first half and 
the inevitable clinch before the final fade- 
out. In spite of its shortcomings, which 
are few, Radio Pictures can feel justly 
proud of its first musical comedy produc- 
tion. Its popularity on. the stage, to- 
gether with the Ziegfeld name as the 
producer, the popular melodies and ex- 
cellent cast, should give it a vast appeal 
—particularly in the medium-sized and 
smaller cities, where the stage production 
has never been seen.

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“The Weavers” 
(55TH ST. PLAYHOUSE RELEASE) 
At the 55th St. Playhouse 


Gerhart Hauptmann’s world-famous 
revolutionary drama of the German 
proletariat’s revolt against economic 
oppression and the introduction of 


machinery has been. fashioned into a 
beautiful photographic’ study, tho 
negiigent in dramatic continuity and 


ustained interest. The director, Fried- 
rich Zelnick, has sacrificed dramatic 
values for cinematographic effects and 
not until the last sequences in which 
the enraged workers passionately resist 
their employers and the _ provincial 
militia does the picture soar into vivid 
and spell-bound moments. 

The stcry opens with nondescript in- 
cidents of the raw treatment mustered 
out to the poverty-stricken weavers, who 
labor long and wretchedly at their crude 
looms in their hovels. When they bring 
their yarns to the local buyer, they are 
inevitably cheated. Finally one of the 
more bold workers dares come forward 
and demand a better treatment from 
the ruthless “bess”. The latter is the 
typical bloated and coarse capitalist that 
the workers have always harped upon. 
He tells the disgruntled serfs that the 
introduction of machinery will lessen 
their hardships and that the faster 
amount of production will necessitate a 
reduction of their wages. 

Led by a zealous youth, they rise in 
revolt and pillage the lavish home of the 
capitalist. Their trek to the neighboring 
machine works is caught with that 
strangely fascinating appeal that char- 
acterizes all marches of protest, some- 
what after the fashion of the French 
revolutionary protestors. Here we get 
climpses of the camera at its most living 
and trenchant moments. The last scenes 
in which the now fanatical mob, spurred 
on by the mad, hysterical outbursts of a 
young woman worker, charge upon and 
drive back the militia, is compellingly 
treated. 

With less strained propagandistic bits 
and a more careful attention to the 
dramatic elements of the story, The 
Weavers could have been a strong, enter- 
taining film.

the splash of wkich was soon shown 
around the world. With those veterans 
ef the slap-stick school, Harry Gribbon, 
Andy Glyde and Vernon Kent, indulging 
in their familiar tricks and pranks, we 
have also those standard props of comely 
firls, the gold-digging flapper, the 
suspicious mother-in-law and the jealous 
but forgiving wife. These are all cooked 
up helter-skelter fashion, which may 
have been satisfying in their natural 
sphere of a short, but as ingredients for 
a feature they only cook up another 
boring potboiler. 

Glyde is the comical rube from Towa 
who wants to become a partner of Grib- 
bon, owner of a swanky modiste shop for 
retired Mid-West farmers. With inter- 
Polated night-club scenes, the picture ts 
unusually upholstered in settings and 
costumes. With the comely model after 
the hick'’s well-filled jeans, the latter's 
missus plans to bring the old boy back 
to bis senses. She does this by simulat- 
ing her love for Gribbon, who here is in 
his best mugging. In about as crude 
and stupid a gag as could be devised, 
Glyde attempts to hang himself tn a 
loophole furnished by his mother-in-law 
when his wife veturns to find him 
dangling in the air.

A heavily overstuffed murder mystery 
is on display in Metro’s Unholy Night. 
There is an unusually large cast of 
“names” enrolled to enact this vague 
and uneonvincing affair. The story 
tak2s place on a foggy London night and 
is chuck full of murders, Scotland Yard 
detectives, droves of suspected char- 
acters plus the usual amount of hocus- 
pocus and quasi-mystical situations. 
Licne] Barrymore is given credit for the 
direction, but has intrusted the affair 
with as much originality and imagina- 
tion as a small stock company director 
might exhibit in handliffg the same 
material. 

As so constantly happens in such weak 
mysteries, the real suspect is the last 
person in the cast from the standpoint 
of logicality one would fasten the series 
of murders on. The story opens with a 
fascinating promise that never mate- 
rializes. There has been of late fcur 
murders resulting from a_ peculiar 
method of strangulation. Suspect falls 
alternatingly on a group of war officers. 
A hysterical and mysterious young lady 
is drawn into the proceedings, and there 
is also a sly Chinese, a goctor and his 
wife, and a shell-shocked victim to ac- 
count for. Finally a seance brings forth 
the true perpetrators of the wholesale 
crimes. 

The photographic effects do much to- 
ward sustaining a creepy and interesting 
suspense. Too bad the plot itself 
couldn't have produced this same effect. 

The large cast is headed by Claude 
Fleming, as the Scotland Yard head; 
Ernest Torrence, as the doctor: Natalie 
Moorehead, his wife; Dorothy Sebastian, 
the mysterious lady; Roland Young, re- 
cruited from the stage, is the young 
Englishman; Sojin, the perplexing 
Chinese, and John Miljan the battle- 
scarred major 

Title and big names of cast may bring 
them in, but most picture fans will be 
disappointed on the whole.

CLOSING HALF THE THEATERS~- 
When A. H. Woods suggests to his broth- 
er producers and theater owners that 40 
of New York's legitimate theaters should 
be done away with and that a theater 
in every large town having more than one 
should be turned over to charity or con- 
verted into apartments,*the logical reply 
from Mr. Erlanger and Mr. Shubert 
seems be* “Let's begin with the Eltinge 
here and the Woods Theater in Chicago.” 

Something must be wrong with the 
theater. Every one appears to agree on 
that. The cause of its doldrums ts 
different on different lips. If a movie 
man speaks the fault lies with the 
talkies. When the talkie people mention 
it, tho they seldom do, the brokers or 
the high price of theater tickets is to 
blame. Their own modest prices and 
direct sales should teach the profession 
@ lesson. If you produce a modest 
number of plays and are not a large 
holder of theaters there are too many 
playhouses. 

Mr. Woods kindly points out that it is 
difficult to find enough material to fill 
so many theaters. They will lose money 
anyhow because there are not enough 
good or at least popular plays in the 
world to fill them. The Shubert and 
Erlanger circuits will do Mr. Woods a 
favor if they take his advice. Still one 
can hardly imagine their doing so.—New 
York Times.

And there is Midgie Miller, who 
makes her first recorded appearance with 
Will in vaudeville, altho she’s an old 
sidekick of his in musica] comedy and 
benefits. 

If it weren't for Midgie this would 
be a pretty sad affair. In all of his 
former acts, as gleaned from Billboard 
records going back to '23, Morrisey just 
missed making the grade. Smutty busi- 
ness proved to be his chronica] deter- 
rent, and even in the present act, which 
is far better in many respects than any- 
thing he has yet done in vaudeville, a 
little housecleaning in spots is necessary. 

One should like Morrisey’s work be- 
cause most of it is panned off as refresh- 
ingly spontaneous. Miss Miller is about 
the cutest item one can imagine as the 
feed and intermittent comedienne of 
this dizzy mess of hoke and gaggirg. 
Jacob Frank, Hebe character comedian, 
helps Morrisey considerably with his 
gagging from a side box, and there's an- 
other plant (unbilled) who for a while 
plays the part of “Sweeney”, a bull from 
the district attorney’s office. A neas- 
looking lad, whom Morrisey calls Biil 
Brown, does some brief stepping near 
the finish. 

Morrisey does a blackout with Miss 
Miller and one of the boys. It’s more 
than suggestive; one might call it down- 
right indecent.

Act winds up in a cyclone 
of hoke, with the five members of the 
company walloping one another with 
rolled-up newspapers, and the boys in 
the pit a’so joining in on the party.

They provide an interesting 
quarter hour of variegated dance duos, 
trios and quartets, and present a 
kaleidoscopic display in the ensemble 
pedalistics. Achieved an overwhelming 
show-stop with their precisicn tap work 
and solo specialties. Tasteful setting 
depicts an enormous volume labeled 
Versions of Dances, out of which the 
agile legmania artistes emerge for spe- 
cialty numbers. 

Open with an ensemble song and 
dance number, fcllowed by a mixed tap- 
dancing trio to good results. A col- 
legiate boy does an eccentric specialty 
featuring a series of handspring-to-a- 
split stunts, which he does both on the 
floor and off a piano for heavy applause.

When last caught by The Billboard in 
1927, Lestra La Mont, fem. impersonator 
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with a yen for bedazzling paper costum. 
ing, had a far less pretentious act. This 
combination of his talents has already 
been exploited by Publix in one of its 
units, and during one of his best periods 
from the Paramount Building, Boris Pet- 
no La Mont »ut in a similar vaude, 
ash. 


In his latest display of paper costum- 
ing, girls and his fem. aping talents, La 
Mont reaches heights of staging beauty 
rarely attained by acts routed on this 
circuit. Altho it is meant primarily as 
a fem. impersonation and paper mode 
novelty, this act includes an ensemble 
of six clever specialty misses and a sister 
team of more than average appeal and 
talent. The girls—with La Mont as the 
mobile leading light of many costume 
changes—do various styles of line and 
solo dancing. There is also Isabel Brown, 
who is spotted in two acrobatic num- 
bers. Miss Brown dces her stuff with a 
finesse that indicates painstaking train- 
ing. She’s an asset here, and would be 
to any flash act. 


The featured sister team (they might 
be the Danoy Sisters) pack a mean wal- 
lop in their scarf number. La Mont is 
something above a mere fem. He takes 
his forte with a grain of good humor, 
and in two of his number-leading spots 
switches his warbling delivery with ease 
from a girlish soprano to a virile tenor. 
He also does a cycle of quick costume 
changes close on to the finale. La Mont 
is getting a bit too heavy for his fem. 
business, but a couple of 18-day diets 
should fix that up nicely. In the closing 
frame here the act got a long and loud 
reception. Thoroly playable in the in- 
termediates. E. E. S.

Mike Joyce, publicity promoting house 
manager of Walter Read’s Columbia The- 
ater, New York, fell for the fluent sales- 
manship of the Playograph promoter, 
who convinced Mike that the Playo- 
graph exhibition of the World’s Series 
plays on the stage of the Columbia The- 
ater would attract more than the usual 
profitable patronage, therefore Mike 
contracted for the equipment during the 
presentation of Frank Damsel’s High Fly- 
ers for the past week. 

Subsequent to the signing of the con- 
tract, Mike S. O. S.’d his bannerman to 
decorate the front of the house with 
many and varied banners setting forth 
what was to be seen inside supplemental 
to the High Flyers presentation. 

Mike went so far as to invite Jimmie 
Cooper, famous for his Black and White 
revues of the past on the Columbia Cir- 
cuit, to come in free of charge on the 
Playograph exhibition and High Flyers 
presentation, and incidentally to make 
the announcement of plays as set forth 
on the Playograph, apparently overlook- 
ing the conceded fact that Cooper retes 
$100 per performance as actor, salesman 
of shows and after-dinner speaker. 

Be that as it may, when ye scribe 
reached Columbia Corner Thursday 
morning at 9 o’clock we found Frank 
Tllo, master mechanic of the Columbia, 
Kupervising the tearing down of all ban- 
ners, thereby permitting Damsel to put 
on his regular Mutual Circuit presenta- 
tion as per schedule, instead of waiting 
until the finish of the game before cu- 
ing for the uprising of the curtain to 
the curses of the cheating law clerks, 
salesmen and canvassers scheduled to 
report back to their respective offices by 
5 p.m., who were cheated Monday, Tues- 
day and Wednesday of seeing Frances 
Farr, the featured fem. of High Flyers, in 
a spotlighted stage parade of her charm- 
ing personality, to say nothing of the 
other performers in the circuit presenta- 
tion. 

There is an adage that they put rub- 
ber on pencils to efface errors, and Mike 
used his rubber on Thursday morning 
early. 

REVIEWER’S REACTIONS 

As a weekly reviewer of circuit and 
stock companies we take into consider- 
ation the actual expenditures in pro- 
ductions, time of rehearsal and salaries 
paid players for their presentation, 
therefore we are not personally inclined 
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to be supercritical of performers and 
their performances if the double-enten- 
dre is camouflaged sufficiently to rob it 
of its obnoxiousness to the moral-mind- 
ed patrons, irrespective of its effect on 
the immoral-minded morons who de- 
light in degeneracy. 

Be that as it may. after giving what 
we fully intend and expect to be logical 
encouragement to performers, and find- 
ing them obsessed with the idea that 
they are infallible, we are inclined to be 
suffictently supercritical to pass up 
theoretical encouragement and tell them 
in plain English the truth about them- 
selves, 

In a recent review of a circuit pres- 
entation we theorized to a great extent 
in our review in hope that our slight 
reference to an apparent hangover would 
serve as a warning to others, and in the 
same review we theorized on the talent 
and ability of a coming comedian in 
hopes that it would encourage him to 
become better, but alack and alas it 
has done nothing but goad the former 
into other evils and the latter into an 
egotism that in all probability will 
eventually annihilate him. 

Producers, agents and seekers of talent 
may be misled at times by theatrical 
journalistic reviews of performers into 
offering them more lucrative induce- 
ments to break existing contracts, but 
an egotistic breaker of one contract will 
in time become a habitual breaker of 
contracts and eventually find himself 
in the class ofttimes referred to as un- 
desirable. 

A word to the wise is sufficient. If 
you get a theatrical journalistic com- 
mendation for your performance, protect 
the reviewer and protect yourself by 
meriting the commendation, for an un- 
warranted reflection on the review will 
become an unwarranted reflection on the 


reviewer, and in self-defense he will 
cease to be a journalistic booster and 
become a personal knocker, and if he 


has any reputation at all his knocks will 
carry weight.

His 
slow, droll delivery of lines, expressive 
facial registrations and funny manner- 
isms are only equaled by the new twists, 
turns, and original delivery of lines for 
his old-time comedy. 

Jyes LaRue, the featured fem., is fully 
entitled to the position, for she has all 
the essentials, being a brunet beauty 
with characteristic features, an ingrati- 
ating smile, a slender, symmetrical form 
that she adorns with frequent changes 
of gorgeous gowns that she carries like 
one to the manor born in her role of 
coloratura prima donna, and characteris- 
tic costumes in her gypsy scene, and as 
a comedienne in a comedy quartet. 

Miss LaRue, in a single singing spe- 
cialty of her own conception of the 
blues, supplemented with a song recital 
that ran the gamut of sentimental emo- 
tional dramatics 

Evanson and LaRue, in a double spe- 
cialty entitled Diagnose the Case, proved 
title to comedian and comedienne par 
excellence. 

George Rhen, a portly, prosperous-

If Mildred could see herself as others 
see her from the front, she will cultivate 
an ever-present smile and flirty eyes, for 
the few glimpses she gave us of both

Marie Miller, a slender, shapely, danc- 
ing specialist, was also there with the 
hich kicks, back kicks, splits, contor- 
tional acrobatics and toe dances that 
set off to good advantage her pleasing 
personality.

Due to radical changes in routing of 
circuit shows, we will make weekly re- 
views at the Columbia and Star for the 
next 12 weeks in order to catch shows 
at the Star that otherwise couldn't be 
caught at the Columbia Theater, New 
York, until near the close of the current 
season.—NELSE.

It seats only 60 persons, but it 
is complete from footlights to programs 
When Ramon decides to stage a revue 
or a concert or a series of sketches, the 
latter chiefly satirical, he calls in some 
of his relatives, his friends from the 
Mexican colony and eisewhere and re- 
hearses every night and every Sunday 
for several weeks.

“I have been in this profession for 
more than 33 years and believe that I 
am in point of experience the oldest 
hypnotist and mindreader in the United 
States, and the fact that I have been 
playing the same towns and territory 
over and over again for 33 years is proof 
enough that a cleanly presented’ mystery 
entertainment is always welcomed by the 
majority of amusementgoers. 


“Personally I have never experienced 
any difficulty in booking my seasons in 
full, but it galls me when I find so- 
called performers coming into the terri- 
tory and gyping the public in this sec- 
tion where my work is popular. One of 
the worst that has ever played thru here 


plays the first night free in conjunction 
with the picture and the second night 
he plays for 25 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts. This man works exclusively with 
the pictures, you see, and he will do 
anything to get a booking. Now I sel- 
dom appear with the pictures,-and when 
I do it is always on a 50-50 split. Natu- 
rally it hurts the legitimate entertainer 
when fellows like the above work free 
or for 25 per cent. Some managers of 
the “canned” drama have little under- 
standing of the real show business and 
they will say: ‘Well, if so-and-so can 
work free the first night and take 25 per 
cent the second night why can’t you?’ 


“There are three alleged ‘mentalists’ in 
this territory, all of the fake Hindu- 
name type, who sleep in tourist parks, 
cook their own meals, do their own 
laundry and whose investment consists 
of a second-hand car, a Hindu robe, a 
glass ball and a tack card, which is their 
sole means of advertising. And all of 
them are working for nothing or next to 
nothing and, what is more, gyping their 
patrons to the limit. Your editorial 
anent thes@ gentry is a timely one, and 
I for one say, ‘More power to your pen.’”

ATLANTIC CITY—The _ long-reported 
rumor of a rift in the convention hall 
commission, appointed last year by the 
mayor, to act as advisory counsel to the 
director of Atlantic City’s municipal 
amusement enterprise, was verified last 
week with the resignation of one of its 
outstanding members, Judge John J. 
White, of the Marlborough-Blenheim 
Hotel, who in a letter to Mayor Ruffu, 
stated the commission had been robbed 
of authority and that the booking of 
Here and There, Burnside’s spectacle 
which played here all season, was with- 
out the commission’s sanction, the con- 
tract having been made between private 
individuals. These are Lincoln Dickey, 
manager of the hall, and Mayor Ruffu, 
director. 

The mammoth pipe organ, which re- 
quires a considerable part of the hall 
to be rebuilt for its installation and 
which at the present time is the center 
of a. public controversy, was also 
scored by White in his resignation. He 
stated the commission had never been 
consulted in anything, and saw no reason 
why the pretense of a governing body 
should be continued. Public sentiment 
and the newspapers here are decidedly 
against the organ because of its enor- 
mous cost. 

Amusement interests here and else- 
where are deeply interested in the final 
outcome of this case which may result 
in a reorganization of the Auditorium 
staff. The outcome will also have some 
bearing on the situation to be expected 
next season when the amusement men 
declare they will fight any effort to in- 
fringe upon their businesses.

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rector N. J. Shupe, who suggestec the 
pian of selling idle city land to finance 
the structure, announced that members 
of the board will visit San Franc‘sco, 
Cekland, Sacramento, Stockton, Fresno 
and other California cities having public 
auditoriums. “The Stockton auditori- 
um,” said Shupe, “cost only $600,000, in- 
cluding land and furnishings, and ac- 
commodates 5,000 persons. I believe we 
can build the auditorium we want for 
$700,000, and that we have enough money 
in sight to assure that construction wil 
start within a few months.” Maj. Shupe 
is of the opinion that the city will not 
go ahead with the original auditorium 
project, which called for the expenditure 
of more than $1,000,000, and for which 
the taxpayers have already paid out $60,- 
000 in architects’ fees. The city realized 
$517,000 thru sale of 188 acres of its 
Valley Boulevard farm to the Western 
Air Express. Shupe believes that the lo- 
cation of the Fokker airplane factory in 
the vicinity will so enhance the value of 
the rest of the farm that it will be sold 
ultimately for more than $1,000,000. The 
city’s Valley boulevard property original- 
ly was intended for use as a sewer farm, 
the necessity for which was obviated 
thru construction of a sewage disposal 
plant. 


PORTLAND, Ore—In the 257 times 
that the public auditorium was used last 
year, 329.611 persons were in attendance, 
Hal M. White, manager, said in his an- 
nual report. Reduced rental was granted 
to attractions 13 times and use of the 
building was given free 14 times in the 
year, while the assembly rooms were 
granted free seven times and the base- 
ment six times. The main arena was in 
use 199 times, the assembly rooms 51 
times and the basement seven times. 
Rents from the use of tke building 
amounted to $24,168.44, which was about 
$12,000 less than the operation cost of 
the building for the year, including the 
times that free or reduced rentals were 
granted. 


SEATTLE.—R. A. Stuart, president of 
the Seattle International Horse Show, 
which will be held at Civic Auditorium 
October 12-16, announced that this year 
the entire profits will go to the Ortho- 
pedic Hospital. 


NEW ORLEANS.—The new $2,000,000 
municipal auditorium here is scheduled 
to open January 1. More than 1,000 
men are laboring day and night to com- 
plete the work. The building is 330 
feet by 202 feet fronting Beauregard 
Square, and will be equipped for every 
type of function. The arena, occupying 
the entire first floor of the auditorium 
proper, will have a triple use. In the 
center is an enormous stage, which can 
be raised or depressed to the floor level, 
and a sound-proof curtain and folding- 
door partitions together capable of di- 
viding the arena into a concert hall and 
auditorium. The arena is surrounded 
by 10,000 seats and 2,000 movable seats 
may be added. The Italian Renaissance 
building with its Indiana colitic lime- 
stone exterior front is five stories high, 
the upper floors being given over to 
smaller meeting rooms, committee rooms, 
banquet halls, exhibition rooms, dressing 
rooms, etc. An exhibition annex build- 
ing. the entire length of the auditorium 
in the rear and reaching back 50 feet, 
will have two assembly rooms capable 
of seating 500 each. Many of the rooms, 
the smaller meeting rooms and 3,500 
capacity theater, which faces the St. 
Peter street side, have stages built in 
them which can be raised or depressed. 
The latter theater was built with par- 
ticular regard for the needs of the an- 
nual balls given by the carnival or- 
ganizations. Elevators and wide ramps 
connecting the floors facilitate the en- 
trance and exit to the auditorium. A 
wide protico in front will take care of 
automobile passengers arriving. No 
charge will be made for the use of the 
auditorium by conventions bringing 1,- 
000 or more delegates. Public schools 
will be allowed to hold their commence- 


ment exercises in the auditorium free 
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ot charge. For free affairs the best 
Sible service will be given and charges 
will only be made for extra lighting or 
water. The only rates that have been 
definitely set as yet are those for the 
use of the theater by carnival organi- 
zations. The charge will be $1,000 for 
mardi gras night, $750 for the Monday 
before madri gras, $500 each for the pre- 
ceding Saturday, Friday and Thursday 
nights and $100 each for nights prior to 
that.

Thanks to the dominating influence of 
Jane Cowl’s personal charm, Jenny pro- 
vides an evening of moderate entertain- 
ment. It is one of those coy little come- 
dies that is just too good for words. 
Margaret Ayer Barnes and Edward Shel- 
don have written a piece that would fall 
to pieces under close scrutiny. It is 
light and frivolous, but unusually 
strained. There is some slight undertone 
of seriousness, a vague attempt to imply 
a problem, but that aspect of the play 
never quite hits the mark. Jenny, it 
must be said, is most pleasing when it 
is most ridiculous. 

It tells the story of a wealthy West- 
chester lawyer who is beset and worried 
by a selfish family. A child at heart, he 
mever has had a chance to taste the 
better things of life, and his sole relief 
from tedium has been found in his hob- 
bies, which include a garden and a more 
or less complete stamp collection. 

Into his home wanders, without much 
rhyme or reason, Jenny Valentine, an 
actress of great repute. She falls in love 
with him, at the same time resenting 
the impositions of his ungrateful family. 
Finally, to break him away from his 
home environment, she inveigles him 
into going with her to her Canadian 
camp. They spend six weeks, during 
which time he falls in love with her. 

He is torn between his love for her 
and his duty toward his family and de- 
sires to return to them. Upon his re- 
turn, however, he is greeted with the 
same indifference, altho he had promised 
Jenny that he would assert himself. 
Unable to stand it any longer, Jenny 
throws herself into the breach, tells his 
family where they get off and vouches 
her love for him. Upon leaving she in- 
vites him to come with her. He stays, 
but as soon as she has gone his wife 
starts to upbraid him. As the curtain 
falls he is dashing out of the house 
after Jenny. 

There is no denying but that this 
comedy is a strain on the most lucid 
imagination. Indeed, it is doubtful if 
there are more than a few minutes of 
believable situations in the whole busi- 
ness. Only in the last act, in fact, does 
the material become substantially dra- 
matic and potent. 

Such stuff as has gone into this com- 
edy becomes tiresome, and during the 
first three acts the play is full of dreary, 
inconsequential stretches that are a 
trifle irritating. Coyness is all right in 
moderate doses, but in Jenny it is laid 
on too generously to be healthy. 

If this little whimsical puff finds a 
place in the Broadway sun and there 
should be sufficient audience for it the 
principal reason will be Miss Cowl. 
There is no more charming personality 
in the American theater and this vehicle 
gives every opportunity for it to shine. 
She plays Jenny with a freshness and 
sparkle that is delightful. 

Not far behind, however, is Guy Stand- 
ing, as the lawyer, for he succeeds in 
making a believable character out of a 
part essentially unbelievable. Standing 
is easy and natural and his performance 
is one of the brightest features of this 
production. Indeed, Jenny would be 
rather tedious fare without Miss Cowl 
and Standing, for the supporting com- 
pany is woefully uneven. 

Katherine Emmet, as the selfish wife, 
overplays to such an extent that she 
makes the part ridiculous. At the same 
time, Lewis Martin, as an effeminate 
decorator, grossly underplays and so gets 
but a minimum of the comedy possi- 
bilities of his role. Joyce Carey, Helen 
Brooks, Ben Lackland and Coburn Good- 
win take the other leading parts, but 
their playing for the most part is stilted.

Inaugurating its 12th season, the 
Theater Guild gets off to a weak start 


with Karl and Anna. This translation 
from the German of Leonhard Frank is 
a drab, stilted drama, built on a poignant 
theme from which but little power has 
been developed. 

Certainly it is the play itself that is 
the weak link in the production, for the 
Guild has spared nothing in its attempt 
to bring the breath of life to the drama. 
An exceptionally fine cast, headed by 
Alice Brady and Otto Kruger, who make 
their debut as Guild players, strive with 
all the force of their talents to make 
Karl and Anna dynamic, but the burden 
of a hopelessly limpid play leaves them 
cold. 

The play opens in a Russian prison 
camp during the war. Two German 
prisoners, penned up for three years, 
are discussing the wife of one, Richard. 
It has been practically their sole topic 
of conversation since their incarceration. 
The most intimate details of their mar- 
ried life Richard has told to Karl: so 
much so in fact, that Karl comes to 
know Anna quite as well as her husband. 
It is planted very carefully, that it is 
only the physical Anna who interests 
them. At an opportune moment Karl 
makes a break for freedom and succeeds 

A year passes. Karl appears at Anna’s 
kitchen-perlor apartment in Berlin. He 
convinces her, by retelling some of the 
intimacies passed on by Richard, that he 
in reality is her husband. The balance 
of the play is easy to guess. Karl and 
Anna live happily for a year when 
Richard suddenly appears. By this time, 
Anna is hopelessly in love with Karl 
and together they leave Richard, assured 
that somehow they will find happiness 
together. 

Undoubtedly such incidents may have 
resulted during the war, but they never 
were so lacking in drama or attended by 
so little tragedy as is reflected in this 
play. In Karl and Anna the situatione 
just happen with little care given to the 
underlying causes, or the psychological 
reactions. Neither is there any attempt 
on the part of the characters to struggle 
against the circumstances that surround 
them. 

ank has but scraped the surface in 
adapting his novel, Karl and Anna, to 
the stage. The tender fineness that was 
the outstanding quality of the book is 
lacking in the play. The result is that 
the characters lose force thru the fact 
that they have been stripped of their 
sympathetic attributes and left to rely 
almost solely on the physical. 

The production is fortunate in having 
the services of so capable a player as 
Miss Brady, and if her performance seems 
to lack feeling and warmth it is due 
primarily to the lack of these qualities 
in the play. Miss Brady has little op- 
portunity to do ary emotional stunts 
until the ‘final scenes, but even then 
they hardly come off, largely because the 
process of building up to them has been 
so hopeless. 

Otto Kruger, as Karl, gives an intel- 
ligent and forceful portrayal, and Frank 
Conroy makes the most of his oppor- 
tunities as the unhappy Richard. They, 
too, however, are handicapped by the 
artificial qualities of the play as a 
whole. 

Herbert J. Biberman, in a single short 
scene in which he plays a brutal Cos- 
sack supervisor, gives one of the few 
highlights of the play. Ruth Hammond 


is none too well cast. Claude Rains and 
Gale Sondergaard do well by their minor 
parts. 

It is apparent that Philip Moeller in 
his direction has striven hard to give 
movement and feeling to the play, but 
even he has been unable to surmount 
the handicaps laid down by the script. 

While the Guild fails to reach its cus- 
tomary high mark ir this production, 
Jo Mielziner, at least, comes off with 
flying honors. His two settings are 
things of power and beauty.

This is one of those light, inconsequen- 
tial pieces of romantic fluff that probably 
will find the rigors cf Broadway too stiff, 
but which should find a ready response 
from the various stock companies that 
dot the country. Spotlessly clean, it 
offers a medium amount of entertain- 
ment of the type that should appeal to 
playgoers in the smaller centers. 

The plot is thin and it is overcrowded 
with sentimentalities long since passe. 
Indeed, what little punch carried by Her 
Friend, the King, is due largely to the 
finished playing of a cast which is con- 
siderably better in quality than is the 
play. Somehow or other, this stuff about 
the larks of ex-monarchs of imaginary 

ingdoms is not so potent as it once 
was, especially when the story told has 
little sustenance. 

While this piece is billed as a modern 
comedy, the brand in reality ,is rather 
antique. Some of the lines are woefully 
strained and obvious. It would appear, 
too, that the author originally had some 
idea of injecting a dash of melodrama 
into his play, inasmuch as there is much 
talk about plots and counterplots. Evi- 
dently he got off the track, or the idea 
was lost in the prcecess of rewriting: at 
any event, such hopes lead nowhere, sad 
to say, for such a development would 
lend body and strength to the piece 

Her Friend, the King, is another one of 
those fairy tales about an exiled ruler, re- 
siding in Switzerland who goes demo- 
cratic for a few months. He falls in love 
with a rich American widow, an old 
friend; has his daughter do likewise with 
a neighboring Prince, and, in the end, is 
called back to his throne, to which he 
takes the aforementioned widow as his 
Queen. There is, of course, the usual 
incognito stuff, during which the Princess 
and the Prince try hard to be regular, 
and in so doing fall hopelessly in love 
with each other. 

The production gets mcst of its stamina 
from the smooth playing of William 
Faversham as the king, and Ara Gerald 
as the widow. The former is admirably 
suited to this romantic role and wrings 
every Ounce of strength from it. Miss 
Gerald gives exceptionally good support 
to Faversham. She is a comedienne of 
unquestioned talent, and it is during the 
really light moments of the play that 
she is seen to the best advantage. 

Katharine Kohler makes a pleasing 
and attractive Princess, and succeeds in 
giving some body to a part that offers 
but few opportunities. Hugh Sinclair, as 
the Prince, leaves much to be desired. 
He shuffles thru his part with such ob- 
vious disinterest that it weakens the 
whole production, and is an imposition on 
everyone concerned, including the audi- 
ence. 

Daisy Atherton, Henry Morrell and 
Charles Esdale do well by their assign- 
ments. The balance of the cast includes 
William Dorbin, Pegyy Hovenden and Ed- 
mund Dalby. 

The directioe of F. Gatenby Bell is 
capable, and P. Dodd Ackerman’s settings 
are sufficient.

Wall Spence says The House of Fear 
is a mystery farce, and as such it is the 
worst ever. Manhandled by the author 
and a cast that does not fit, it provides 
weak entertainment. 

The story concerns the efforts of a 
spiritualist medium to determine the 
innocence of her son who has been con- 
victed of a murder and has escaped from 
the prison where he was serving a life 
sentence. The definite relation of sev- 
era] members of the cast to the medium, 
Madame Zita, is never clearly estab- 
lished. She is an aloof sort of person 
who apparently has moved in aristocratic 
circles until her friend, Mme. Leroy, died 
and left her the “house of fear”. Just 
how Buddy Bronson was enlisted as her 
ally in the seances and her efforts to 
learn the identity of the murderer never 
becomes known. 

The seances are amusing and evoke 
many hurried laughs from the audience, 
largely because the stage is thrown into 
darkness and phosphorous sheets are 
dragged thru the darkened area on wires. 
Other tricks of magic prove interesting 
and on these moments falls the entire 
interest of the play. 

The story which the author tries to 
put over and into which he has put 
nothing new is all about the unjust 
conviction of Mme. Zita’s son. She has 
invited several guests to her home for 
a week-end, and among them is Craig 
Kendall. He is made out a pretty thoro 
bad man by trying to steal another fel- 
low’s girl and blackmailing 
woman. To go into the details of all 
the absurd situations that arise to pro- 
vide reasonable motives for a murder 
would be as ridiculous as the moment 
following the murder. A man suddenly 
is stabbed by an illuminated knife in the 
dark. The lights go up and the dead 
man is a stranger—the intruder—whv 
has wandered on and off the stage with 
stealthy steps. The lights go out and 
the dead man is gone. And so it goes. 
People disappear and reappear with ap- 
palling frequency until the play is over. 
Then the fina] seance is staged with the 
sanction of the detective and the girl 
who was murdered 10 years ago comes 
back to accuse Craig Kendall. He be- 
comes hysterical, confesses, and is 
dragged off the stage as an absurdly 
hysterical man. 


Effie Shannon alone fits her part. She 
is a fine type for a medium. Others 
range from bad to impossible. The one 
Set is satisfactory and the direction is 
all right, getting more from the play 
than the author has put into it.

As a play, Mademoiselle Bourrat pos- 
sesses no great feature that should war- 
rant its selection by so capable a reper- 
tory company as the Civic organization. 
la a pleasant way it preaches an old ser- 
mon, but there is nothing about the 
piece that goes to make a powerful play. 
altho the theme is potent. An easy non- 
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chalance employed by Anet is probably 
the answer. 

In the staging, Miss Le Gallienne has 
emnp'oyed invisible walls and supplied the 
customers with program addenda, de- 

ribing the setting of the stage. It is 
bad theater to force an audience to 
imagine there are a lot of walls that are 
not seen, and it is especially hard when 
cters walk thru these walle One 
must immediately interrupt, refer to the 
ddenda, and discover that the wall really 
was not walked thru, for there was a 
passage way in the place, accounted for 
only in the addenda. This setting is 
more pointedly bad usage, because there 
is n» action that requires separate rooms. 
Everything that does come off could have 
been staged in one set without causing 
the play to lose any of its effectiveness. 


Anet’s play is given into the hands ofa 
capable troupe of actors in this produc- 
tion that makes it enjoyable entertain- 
ment and sens one away from the thea- 
ter rebelling against the shortsightedness 
of such persons depicted in the play. 


The yearning of an ignorant young 
cirl for motherhood, and because she is 
tered in her ignorance by a Selfish, 
scheming mother, the manner in which 
she stumbles into the path of a gardener 
who egratifies her wish that she never un. 
d stands; the mean designing of her 
mother, who forces her to bear the child 
n secrecy, and then allows the infant to 
die for want of care; the marrying off of 
the daughter finally to an. illegitimate 
son, who is built up in the mother’s 
scheming way ds a royal offspring, is the 
plot and story and sermon. 

Mile. Bourrat, young, vivacious and 
anxicus, is introduced as a girl with sup- 
pressed desires, held in seclusion from the 
world by the tyranny of her mother, who 
ules the household, including the father, 
with a hand of iron. The girl runs from 
her sewing and like pursuits whenever 
she can, and one day the gardener is 
suddenly awakened to her compelling. 
Her innocence, which in reality is arrest- 
ing ignorance, allows him to take ad- 
vantage, which he does, and then several 
months after the distressing features of 
impending motherhood *awakens Mlle.’s 
mother to her daughter’s condition. She 
then forces the girl to bear the burden 
in private, and rids the country of the 
seducer. The child is born and dies. The 
mother yet plans to marry her daughter 
off, and is only interrupted in her 
scheming by a canny cure, who deduces 
from the actions that have gone on in 
the Bourrat household that the girl has 
been seduced.

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man for the daughter's hand, and forces 
the issue thru to a finish. 


As the girl, Josephine Hutchinson is 
extremely well cast, but Alma Kruger’s 
playing of the tyrannical mother is such 
a fine bit of acting that all others are far 
overshadowed. Really a caricature that 
stops the show is cut by Egon Brecher 
as the cure, who has but few lines, so 
well handled that it is the most amusing 
piece in the play. Others in the cast do 
splendidly. 


The direction and staging is well done 
by Miss Le Gallienne, and except for the 
complaint against the unnecessary in- 
visib’e walls, the production is entirely 
pleasant CHARLES MORAN.

The Messrs. Shubert certainly are go- 
ing to cheat New York of fine entertain- 
ment if they really stick to their inten- 
tion and move Mile. Modiste, with Fritzi 
Scheff. out of the Jolson Theater after 
two weeks. The old Victor Herbert 
operetta is grand entertainment, Miss 
Scheff is superb and her voice and 
histrionic ability has lost none of its 
charm. 

When she sang that number, Kiss Me 
Again, which forever will be associated 
with her name and Victor Herbert, the 
audience was brought to its feet crying 
for more. Emotion seemed to threaten 
the voice of the star of another period, 
but she fought off her evident desire to 
stop and gave encore after encore. Had 
the immortal Herbert heard her sing his 
music at thts revival he might well have 
himself been moved to loosen his mantle 
of stolidness and perhaps he too would 
have cheered as did the auditors who 
welcomed Fritzi Scheff back to the 
theater. 


It is the guess of this reviewer that 
Miss Scheff is singing Mlle. Modiste in 
a key lower than when she introduced 
the comic opera many years ago. But 
whether she has lowered her range or 
not she is as pleasant and charming in 
this role as she ever was, for it would 
be well-nigh impossible to surpass the 
deftness with which she handles the Kiss 
Me Again number and The Nightingale 
and the Star. 

But the Scheff brilliance does not 
preveil thruout the production. The cast, 
except for the title player and two or 


three others, is unworthy of comment. 
Detmar Poppen does a commendable 
piece of work in one number and Richard 
Powell is a sleek, mildly pleasant come- 
dian. Bernice Mershon is very enter- 
taining in her one number, and with 
these three for support Miss Scheff 
should have little difficulty in running 
many weeks should the Messrs. Shubert 
decide to leave Mlle. Modiste here. 


The producers have seen fit to inter- 
Polate several “up-to-date” lyrics into 
the refreshing work of Henry Blossom 
and it is our guess that the “word- 
smith” who worked on the old operetta 
could do very well had he been provided 
with a rhyming dictionary. The re- 
touching to make the production one of 
this period is not very good. It would 
have been much better to have left it 
alone. 

Tre production from beginning to 
end, however, is several] hundred per cent 
better than the first effort, Sweethearts, 
in this series of Herbert revivals. The 
scenes and costumes it would appear 
have put the producers to little expense. 
Therc is little that looks new except 
Mis; Scheff’s gowns and the costumes of 
an Albertina Rasch ballet. These make 
the rest of the show look dull and drab. 

The Mme. Rasch ballet, with Marie 
Grimaldi as premier danseuse, is a pleas- 
ing civersion and adds considerable to 
the entertainment. 

Milton Aborn has done a nice piece 
of direction and on the whole the pro- 
duction is well staged.

June Moon is a gorgeously funny play 
that Broadway is certain to take to its 
heart. Adapted by Ring Lardner and 
George S. Kaufman from the former's 
famous story, Some Like Them Cold, 
this play is crammed with Lardner's 
typical ironic comedy. The dialog is as 
brittle as any likely to be heard this 
season and the laughs come in such 
rarid succession that June Moon offers 
little opportunity for relaxation. 

Indeed one is kept so busy reacting 
to Lardner’s pointed but side-splitting 
lines that little attention is given to 
the flimsy structure on which they are 
hung. Viewed as a piece of play con- 
struction, there is little or nothing to it. 
The plot is of the lightest texture and 
little interest can be worked up for the 
development of the story as such. 

This one is, primarily, a character 
study and on that basis it carries a 
resounding punch. Lardner has a facul- 
ty for making his people live and in 
in June Moon he easily tops his previous 
eftorts. Despite the obvious dumbness 
of his booby heroes, there is a tragic 
strain underlying the characters that 
draws sympathy and at the same time 
cives them weight and form. 

In this play Lardner has deserted the 
baceball world for the equally fertile 
field of song writing as it is known and 
practiced on Broadway. Make no mis- 
take about it, June Moon is a bitter 
dressing down of those who are respon- 
sible for the popular music hits. Despite 
the apparent good humor with which 
it is all done there is a dominating 
note of potent satire that whips and 
lashes. 

Just how much contribution George S. 
Kaufman made to the actual writing 
of the play no one can say; on the sur- 
face, at least. it is purely Lardneresque. 
But however much cor however little 
Kaufman may have done with his pen 
makes little difference. The fact re- 
mains that he has done some grand di- 
rection that is, in a large measure, re- 
sponsible for the success of this play. 

The cast is just about letter perfect, 
which is nothing unusual in a Kaufman- 
directed production. Norman Foster, as 
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tne lyric writer, is delightfully dumb and 
naive and makes of the part everything 
Lardner could hope for. Linda Watkins, 
with the sweetie-sweet young thing who 
falls for him, is inclined to. be a bit 
toe sugary in her interpretation. 

Harry Rosenthal, a pianist who makes 
his debut as an actor in June Moon, 
walks away with the honors. He gives 
a performance of ease and intelligence 
that makes his work outstanding. In 
acdition he is given the assignment of 
handling most of Lardner's brightest 


lines, which, of course, helps him ma- 
terially. 
Not far behind Rosenthal is Jean 


Dixon, as the phlegmatic frau of a nit- 
wit, one-finger composer. Her sense of 
comedy is fresh and sparkling and her 
handling of it easily the most subtle 
piece of acting in the show. 

Lee Patrick contributes a most capa- 
ble performance as a nifty gold digger, 
and Philip Loeb, as a tin-pan alley song- 
writer, is strong. Frank Otto is fine in 
the role of a composer-husband who is 
not much of a success at either. Florence 
D. Rice, Frank Conlan and Leo Kennedy 
make the most of their lesser oppor- 
tunities.

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DEPUTIES AND INSOBRIETY 


The responsibility of reporting mem- 
bers of their companies who have been 
drinking to the point where it inter- 
feres with their performances has been 
placed upon the Equity deputies by a 
letter from the president on October 2. 
Addressed “To All Deputies”, it reads: 


“It is with deep regret that we have 
received complaints against a few of 
our members having indulged in intoxi- 
cating liquors to the extent of it hurting 
their performances. This is a very 
serious matter. It is not only a pro- 
nounced offense against the manager 
and against their fellow members in the 
company, but also against the public 
whose respect and good will we must 
hold if our end of the entertainment 
profession continues to be successful. 
Drunkenness on the stage is so serious & 
misdemeanor and involves sO many 
others than the culprit himself that the 
Council feels it a bounden duty to treat 
it with the greatest severity. 


“Some managers refuse to prefer 
charges in those instances and s0 we are 
instructing our deputies to report all 
such cases to us. The penalty at first, 
according to the gravity of the offense, 
may be a fine, but if it is repeated the 
Council, in its discretion, may suspend 
the offender. 

“The Council regrets having to request 
you to undertake this onerous task, but 
our Deputies have done so much in the 
past that we believe that they will be 
willing to undertake this additional 
duty.” 


PAULSON IN TELEVISION 


On the final day of the Radio World's 
Fair recently held in Madison Square 
Garden, New York, Arvid Paulson, an 
Equity member, appeared before the 
television transmitter in a recitation of 
Kipling’s If, which was broadcast from 
the floor. The first recitation was so 
well received that he was requested to 
reappear that night. 


KANSAS CITY REALTY NOTE 

Ruth Delmaine, Kansas City represen- 
tative of the Actors’ Equity Association, 
recently reported to headquarters of im- 
provements in the vicinity of Equity’s 
office. Mrs. Delmaine wrote: 

“Our corner at Ninth and Walnut is 
improving. A 17-story office building !s 
being erected on the northeast corner on 
the site of the old Ricksecker Building. 
The first floor of the Hall Building has 
been leased for a term of 10 years to the 


Walgreen Drug Company. A _ seven- 
story garage has been erected catacorner 
from us at Ninth and Main, extending 
to the alley. We notice much increase 
in traffic in this section.” 

Incidentally of conditions in their 
territory Mrs. Delmaine notes: “These 
are tough days financially for this office. 
Our members are paid up for the present 
period and it is too early to collect 
November dues. We will be glad when 
the middle of October comes.” (This 
was written about the first of the 
month, so that by now the Delmaines 
will be busy again.) 

LABOR POST IN LEGION 

Los Angeles has what it believes to be 
the first union labor post in the Ameri- 
can Legion, an organization of men who 
served in the American army, navy or 
marine corps during the World War. It 
is Union Labor Post No. 352 and formal 
installation of the Post was made June 
12, 1929. 

C. J. Hyams, its adjutant, who is also 
assistant secretary of the Los Angeles 
Central Labor Council, of which Equity 
is also a member, has written to Equity 
to say: 

“We are trying to keep this Post withe 
in the confines of ex-service men con- 


nected with organized labor, altho this 


Post does not violate the principles laid 
down in the constitution of the Ameri- 
can Legion regarding discrimination. We 
feel that we would like to have this 
Post, at least, composed of men who 
carry cards in the organized labor move- 
ment, but, of course, will admit others. 


“We took great care in looking the 
situation over before taking steps to 
form this Post and found that there was 
nothing within the American Legion 
that would conflict with the principles 
of organized labor. . 

“We read in the history of the Ameri- 
can Legion and find the words of wisdom 
of Samuel Gompers, who was in attend- 
ance as honored guest at every conven- 
tion of the American Legion while he 
lived, carried great weight and helped to 
perpetuate the aims and ideals of both 
g*eat organizations, and to instill in the 
minds of those concerned that both or- 
ganizations were banded together for the 
sake of humanity. President William 
Green is carrying on since President 
Gompers was called away and with the 
same thought and ideals in view. The 
same is true of the conventions of the 
American Federation of Labor, when an 
honored guest and speaker appears for 


the American Legion, who is none other 
than the national commander.” 

Members of organized labor who are 
also World War veterans are invited by 
the Post to get in touch with it if they 
are interested in affiliation.

Equity’s Kansas City office reports that 
Lulu Nethaway, Equity deputy on the 
Harry Hugo No. 1 Company this sum- 
mer, recently called and reported that 
her company was 100 per cent paid up 
and that it had been accomplished with- 
out any trouble. Good work, Miss Neth- 
away and company. Both are to be 
congratulated. 


SHUBERTS WIN ARBITRATION 

The American Arbitration Association 
reports that the Michon Brothers lost 
their claim to be freed from the options 
for the next two seasons which had been 
exercised by the Shuberts under their 
contract with the players. 


The claim revolved about a guarantee 
of 25 weeks, which the Michons claimed 
had not been given them. The Shuberts, 
on the other hand, pointed out that an- 
other clause in the contract deducted 
time played in vaudeville from the 
minimum guarantee—and the Michons 
had worked pretty steadily when not in 
the Shubert productions. The question 
as to whether material should be sup- 
plied the players or whether they might 
be required to make use of their vaude- 
ville act also entered into the discussion. 

The arbitrators were Felix Isman, real- 
estate operator; Frank Rogers, of the 
Chrysler Building Corporation, and Rob- 
ert T. Adams, a banker.

Intoxication in the theater is a cause 
for instant dismissal. Further, the 


management may dismiss a member who 
is intoxicated and unable to give a per- 
formance without paying return fare. 


Members who are ill and unable to 
give a performance or to attend a re- 
hearsal should notify the company or 
stage manager immediately. 


Be sure that the management always 
has your correct address. One of our 
members was out of the bill for several 
days. While she notified the manage- 
ment on the day that she became ill 
she moved from the address that the 
management had. The company was go- 
ing on the road. The management was 
unable to get in touch with her and 
she had not told them when she would 
be able to return, altho she had a road 
contract. 

After making every effort to com- 
municate with her the management en- 
gaged another girl and had costumes fit- 
ted for her. The member who was ill 
returned on the day that the company 
was to leave town and found that her 
place had been filled. 


When you receive a written notifica- 
tion to report for rehearsal you should 
keep this notification. Often it is use- 
ful in proving the date of the first day 
of rehearsal. 

It is reported that a manager who is 
on 2ur unfair list, having stranded a 
company some years ago, is recruiting a 
chorus for a New York production. 
Members who work with managers on 
the unfair list will be suspended from 
Equity. 

In a case of this kind no member can 
plead ignorance. A list of unfair man- 
agers is posted in the Chorus Equity 
office. Further, if vou report at the of- 
fice on the day of your first rehearsal 
you will be informed of the status of 
the management with which you are 
working. 

The Revolt of the Actors, Equity’s his- 
tory, will be out October 17. Every mem- 
ber of the Chorus Equity should have 
this book. There is a special edition for 
Equity members, who may place orders 
at the Chorus Equity headquarters if 
they so wish. 

Are you registered in the Chorus 
Fquity classes—dramatic, tap, ballet and 
acrobatic? 

The new due period starts on Novem- 
ber 1.

HE United States of the moment is 

emusement mad to the point of 

insanity. In no other country in 
the world are a people so frantically en- 
gaged in the pursuit of diversion. The 
increased earnings of the masses follow- 
ing the late war ‘ave brought about a 
greater share of leisure and a greater 
urge and opportunity for play than have 
ever been enjoyed by the masses whether 
in America or elsewhere and, like sailors 
on a spree, the mob has gone on a wild 
pleasure drunk. 

There are more theaters in the United 
States today than in all the rest of the 
world combined. Tens upon tens of 
thousands of movie houses wind their 
unbroken chain from Coast to Coast. 
Jazz bands and dance halls overflow the 
cities and wash up into the smaller 
towns. Radios infest houses East and 
West, North and South. Cheap automo- 
biles are found in almost every other 
backyard. Circuses, carnivals and fairs 
créwd the countryside. Race tracks 
flourish in every part of the land. 
Pleasure parks grow steadily in number; 
where a few years ago there was one, 
there are now a dozen. There are more 
and more new and larger bathing 
beaches, more and more roadhouses, 
more and more public restaurants, more

and more hotels for the increasing num- 
bers of travel fiends. The boats to 
Europe are packed almost the whole year 
round and new boats are being rapidly 
built abroad to take care of the Ameri- 
can crowds. Palm Beach, Havana, Nas- 
sau and the winter resorts, once prac- 
tically deserted, are now so jammed at 
the first sign of frost that. the wide, 
open spaces of a sardine can are roomy 
in comparison. Wherever one used to 
see a prominently placed advertising 
sign from a railway-car window, one now 
sees a golf links, and every former vacant 
lot is now a tennis court. Professional 
baseball attracts bigger crowds than ever 
before and college football game tickets, 
even to stadiums holding 70,000 or 80,000 
people, sell at a substantial premium. 
There are twice as many speakeasies, beer 
flats and gin sneaks in the country as 
there were saloons in the old days. Small 
fortunes are made by peddlers of hot 
dogs on the motor highways, and the 
number of private swimming pools has 
grown to Hollywood proportions. 


Detective novels and other cheap 
literature are gobbled up by the ton, 
and the sale of phonograph records 
mounts steadily. Dance marathons, talk. 
ing ‘derbys, six-day bicycle races, flag- 
nole-sitting contests, championship rock- 
ing-chair contests and other such im- 
becilities are put into motion to satisfy 
the mob’s hunger for amusement of one 
kind or another. Bunion derbies line the 
roadsides with diversion-seeking dolts. 
Hundreds of thcusands of balls given 
by social and fraternal orders, to say 
nothing of picnics, outings, excursions, 
clam bakes and ‘torn roasts, enliven 
the American night and day. Small 
traveling phonographs grind out their 
melodies on countless trains, and home 
movies are almost as common as musical 


cocktail shakers Moonlight bathing, 
hayrides, hiking expeditions and flying 
planes add to the pleasure-pushing pic- 
ture Pingpong has come back into 
tripled favor and contract bridge has 


6wept the country. Gcm-chewing con- 


tests, ple-eating races, flea circuses and 
like divertissements of the lowly are 
more popular than ever, and where there 
used to be one street parade there are 
presently a dozen. Band concerts are a 
feature in every public square or park 
of any town of over 25,000 inhabitants. 
The statistics show that there are 30 
times the number of small power craft in 
use than there were 10 years ago. EXx- 
cursion boats do a thriving business and 
the pocket-flask industry is now second 
only to the movie industry. Three times 
as many cheap magazines are being pub- 
lished today as were published six years 
ago. And the summer resorts, when 
warm weather sets in, are packed to the 
roofs. 


With the enormous increase in the 
number and character of the public’s 
amusements, the theater has naturally 
lost a share of its former patronage. It 
is always a characteristic of entertain- 
ment madness to distribute itself widely 
rather than to center itself upon a single 
relaxation, or even two or three forms of 
relaxation. The variety of games and 
diversions provided the inmates of an 
insane asylum is always much greater 
than that indulged in by the same num- 
ber of normal men and women. 
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ews AGENTRY and its more 
aristocratic relative “public rela- 

tions” have come in for a good 
deal of attention lately as a result of 
the government investigation of William 
B. Shearer’s propaganda activities for 
the shipbuilders. 

One of the outcomes has been to 
draw attention and criticism to the 
course in press agentry conducted at 
Columbia University. 

Of course, the Columbia course is not 
haldly labeled a study of press agentry. 

It is in the “Social Economy” depart- 
ment and its purpose is to instruct men 
and women in the “technique of utiliza- 
tion of the press and other media” by 
distributing “news and feature articles” 
for the purpose of organizing “special 
campaigns of public education for 
specific social, purposes”. The quota- 
tions are from the Columbia bulletin. 

In responsible journalistic quarters the 
propaganda business has become a pain- 
ful thorn, principally because it is em- 
ployed mainly to further commercial ob- 
jects, as in the case of Shearer, and 
not forgetting those other high-powered, 
workers in the same line, such as Ivy L. 
Lee, Edward L. Bernays, Thomas R. 
Shipp and many more. 

Obviously, the burden of harm, when 
the truth is stretched or colored or 
strained in order to create a desired im~< 
pression, finally falls on the reading 
public. 

Deceitful and tricky propaganda, press 
agentry, exploitation, or whatever you 
care to call. it, gradually is going to its 
doom, 

readers of movie fan 
according to the current 
trend, prefer truthful facts to alluring 
fictions about their screen idols. 

And it is only a matter of time when

this same honesty will have to be ad- 
hered to in movie advertising, which at 
present contains some of the most 
serious offenses. 

Judging from the class of exploitation 
material now being used, it appears that 
exhibitors still hold to the theory that 
the public is entirely jazz crazy and 
won't hear of anything not related to 
crime, wild parties, murder, booze and 
sex. 

Consequently the pictures, regardless 
of their plot or treatment, nearly al- 
ways are given enticing titles and 
described in red ink. 

The most innocuous of fantasies are 
whooped up in terms suggestive of 
carnality and abandon. 

But moviegoers no longer are simple 
enough to fall for such stuff. 

Even the emptiest-headed boob has 
long since learned that the most unre- 
liable guide to a picture is a lurid ad- 
vance description. 

Consequently these blasts do not serve 
any good purpose, but merely offend 
the public's sense of decency and 
proportion. 

And very often they cause keen dis- 
appointment, which later reacts against 
the box office. 


HE STATE FAIRS are making 
such excellent and steady progress 

in establishing themselves as an 
institution, that it would not be at all 
surprising if they reach the point where 
the States eventually will declare legal 
holidays on one or more of the fair 
days. ~ 
These holidays could be proclaimed 
for the express and announced purpose 
of giving everyone possible a chance to 
drop work and go to the fair so that 


they may see what the State is doing, 
agriculturally, industrially and other- 
wise. 

Of course, the educational and get-to- 
gether features are not to be the sole 
purpose of the visit to the fair. 

The holiday also should be intended 
as an opportunity for the folks to enjoy 
some special recreations. 

Think it over, you fair men, and see 
what you can do about promoting this 
idea. 


ET A GOOD ACT and stop 

worrying about bad times. That’s 

the situation in a nutshell. Poor, 
harassed souls like ours are concerned 
with the rise and fall of vaudeville 
market values. Scenic people bewail the 
poor repute of flashes. Costumers join 
in the same lament. Small-time acts 
measure the rise and fall of their 
spirits by the availability of split-week 
spots. But good acts (God bless ’em!) 
care not a snap about available spots. 
They care less about the general state 
of vaudeville. They ask only for good 
health and a continued sharpness of wit 
that will help them carry thru their part 
of the one-sided bargaining process. 
And the latter is not to difficult to 
achieve since good acts generally name 
their own prices. When a _ booking 
office needs and really wants an act it 
does not waste times on trifles like 
posturing and other means of detracting 
attention from the main issue. 

We don’t care who the house oper- 
ator may be, let him walk into his op- 
position house and see four out of five 
acts stop the show. Let him look into 
the beaming faces of an audience enjoy- 
ing good vaudeville to its heart’s content 
—and it’s 10 to 1 he'll think different 


THE CIRCUS IN PARIS 


T IS rather a remarkable indication 

of the artistic temperament of the 

French public, as compared with the 
English, that the circus, which disap- 
peared a good ‘nany yi érs ago from Lon- 
don, still flourishes in Paris, which has 
three permanent circus companies, to 
say nothing of occasional visits from 
such international organizations as the 
Gleich Circus. The significance of the 
continued populart*y of this kind of en- 
tertainment, when other nations may 
foolishly think they have outgrown it, is 
twofold. It shows that the French at- 
titude toward the theater retains a cer- 
tain child-like quality, without which 
any art is in danger of becoming 
ponderous, and it expresses the conscious 
joy which the Frenchman always takes 
in watching an individual human effort 
and applauding its gracefully turned ac- 
complishment. The personal relation 
which the clown establishes with any 
chance spectator responds as truly to one 
part of this latter instinct as the 
finished style of the trapezist does to 
another. 

I speak of the circus and the theater 
as if they were one, not only because 
historically so much of the modern thea- 
ter derives from the circus, but because 
in France the attitude of the spectator 
toward both of them is so nearly the 
same. This resemblance is what will 
prevent the cinema or any mechanical 
entertainment ever driving out the thea- 
ter in France, whatever the early suc- 
cess pf the former may be. It is also 
what differentiates the theater in 
France—or any Latin country—from that 
of the other nations 

I am moved to this digression into 
the principles of dramatic criticism by 
the fact that the Cirque d'Hiver is the 
first to open its doors after the holidays. 
I confess TI like it less than the little, 


old-fashioned Cirque Medrano, reeking 
of the smell of stables. which is not 
only one of the most characteristic in- 
stitutions in Montmartre, but is mem- 


Orable as the place in which the Frate!- 
lini first became the favorites of Parts. 


The Cirque d’Hiver, altho its larger size 
does not allow it the same intimate 
quality, and altho its present aspect is 
more modern and less picturesque, has 
also a history behind it, for it was built 
80 years ago, and even then it took over 
the good will of the adjoining Cirque 
Olympique, which dated back to 1780. 
Moreover, it is now the home of the 
Fratellini, which in itself is enough to 
give it an atmosphere and a tradition. 
For the Fratellini cannot only make 
you laugh, if you are prepared to laugh 
like a child, but they are of an artistic 
ancestry which goes back thru the 
jongleurs of the Middle Ages and past 
the mimes of ancient Rome. Some of 
their simple little sketches are doubt- 
less those which made the children of 
Babylon laugh and wili continue to make 
children laugh as long as they are pre- 
sented with the naive sincerity which 
the Fratellini can command. They be- 
long to a more recent French succession, 
too. They have once more made clowns 
as important to the artistic world of 
Paris as they were 30 years ago, in the 
time of Footit and Chocolat—when all 
clowns had to speak with an English 
acce 1t instead of an Italian—or in the 
time of Antonet and Beby or Gougou 
Loyal 

The rest of the program contains some 
gocd circus numbers. It includes a re- 
markable tight-wire performance by a 
covple called Togan and Genova, of 
which the male member turns a back 
somersault onto the wire, which experts 
acclaim a marvelous accomplishment. It 
also includes some turns by performing 
animals, which would be amusing if one 
did not Know that they are certainly the 
resvit of a cruel period of training. It is, 
however, only the Fratellini who occupy 
the dramatic critic, and their new entries 
—and they have this rare distinction 
among clowns that they are constantly 
adding to their repertory—are as good 
as their old ones, some of which, for- 
tunately, we are allowed to see again 
PHILIP CARR, in Paris correspondence 
to New York Times. 
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back vaudeville. And 
he'll surely be sold on the idea when 
he walks back into his own house and 
has his nerves jarred by the uriceasing 
auditory mechanistics. 

Good acts not only do well for them- 
selves,.they help spread the vaudeville 
gospel. They make vaudeville pay. The 
hopelessly unoriginal act, the one 
packed with offensive gags, the one 
that rocks an audience to sleep by its 
lack of interest—all of these are steer- 
ing for the rocks. They'll never cet 
decent breaks in bookings, and the few 
dates they do play will help to kill local 
taste for vaudeville for a long time 
to come. 

Vaudeville needs nothing else as much 
as good material, clever artistes and 
all that comes with these. Mediocrity 
is the fatal thrust that will finally slay 
a much beloved institution.

IN THE TRAGIC and untimely death 
of Bonnie McCarroll, world's champion 
woman bronco rider who, while riding a 
bronea at the Pendleton Roundup Sep- 
tember 19, received injuries from which 


she never regained consciousness, the 
rodeo world has lost one of its most ac- 
complished and adored riders and Idaho 
has lost a beloved native daughter. 
When death came to her, peacefully, 
in a Pendleton hospital after 11 days of 
valiant battling against great odds. her 
husband, Frank McCarroll, famous rider 
and bulldogger, and her mother and 
brother were with her. The body was 
taken to Boise, her home town, where 
the funeral was held October 2, with 
hundreds of friends and admirers pay- 
ing final tribute to the rider whose 
charity, sweetness and clean sportsman- 
ship had made her the idol of thousands. 
Winner of laurels and trophies thruout 
the United States and in Europe, in 
life, relics of the deys in the saddle 
were buried with Mrs. McCarroll. She 
wore a single ornament, a prize gold and 
diamond brooch representing a stcer's 
head. . On the flower-laden casket were 
placed a pair of riding hoots with spurs 
and the pearly sombrero which she was 
wearing when injured at the roundup. 
Bonnie Treadwell McCarroll was born 
on her grandfather’s ranch high among 
the pine-clad mountains of Idaho. From 
babyhood she was in the saddle, first 
in the arms of her mother, who was an 
expert horsewoman, and later roaming 
and racing about the big range on her 
own mount. The blue-eyed Bonnie at- 
tended school in Boise during the win- 
ter. In the summer she would return 
to the ranch and riding. Bonnie's first 
public appearance was at the Boise fair- 
grounds and later at small fairs about 
the valley. It was while riding in Boise 
in 1913 that she met Frank McCarroll, 
whom she married the following year.

Keep the Rodeo Game Clean 


By TEX SHERMAN 


What is wrong with the rodeo game? 
Why are we not recognized in the sport 
world? There are many things that are 
wrong with the rodeo game, among them 
being the irresponsible promoter who will 
go into a town and promote a shew on 
his nerve, with no cash to protect the 
contestants and the business men who 
look forward to their bills being paid. 
The result is that the rodeo is a bloomer, 
both parties left holding the sack, which 
means a black eye to the game and a 
town that would have proved to be a 
good rodeo town. 

About 15 years ago a rumor was cir- 
culted that the day of the Wild West 
show was over. The rumor was greeted 
with a “blah”, and, strange to say, 
the prediction came true, with the re- 
sult that in 1913 the Two Bill show 
hit the rocks at Denver, Colo., and never 
tcok to the road again. The Sells-Floto 
bought the title agd good will from the 
heirs of the late Col. W. F. Cody. It was 
used for a few years, then slipped into 
oblivion. The 101 Ranch Wild West 
Show returned to the ranch and staged 
a comeback in 1925, with the result it Is 
the only Wild West show on the road 
today. . 

IT predict that unless something is 
done to protect the game from the fly- 
by-night promoter and the small Wild 
West show manager, who advertise their 
shows as a bona fide rodeo, with the re- 
sult the business men of the town get 
wise to the fact that it is more or less 
a Wild West show, which gives the game 
a black eye that takes more than a beef- 
steak to bring the color back. Unless 
something is done to remedy the cause, 
the game is slowly but surely going to 
slip ard finally disappear. 

Such genuine rodeos and roundups as 
Cheyenne, Pendleton, Chicago, New York, 
Fort Worth, Prescott, and W. T. Johnson, 
of San Antonio, will survive the crash, 
but it is the small fry that is putting the 
finishing touches to the game in general. 

Many attempts have been made to 
form an association, with the result we 
are no further now than 10 years ago 

In the forming of an association, the 
boerd of directors should consist of the 
Officials of the leading rodeos thruout 


the country, whereby they could settle 
the question for an official world’s 
championship title that would be recog- 
nized by the sporting world and the 
newspapers. This is the ome question 
that the public has often asked. 

Last winter I was editor of a Western 
magazine, in which I featured a question 
depsrtment. I received hundreds of 
letters, asking me questions concerning 
the rodeo game. Among the most promi- 
nent questions asked me was “WHY ARE 
THERE SO MANY WORLD-CHAMPION 
RODEOS IN ONE YEAR?” If the public 
is interested enough to ask so prominent 
a question, then the rodeo game is good 
enough for those who follow it to pro- 
tect it. 

I know of a case 2 few years ago where 
a manager of a Wild West show adver- 
tised his show as a rodeo, and I can 
prove every one of his “hands” were paid 
a weekly salary. He advertised $7,000 in 
prizes, which brought many contestants 
to his show. These contestants traveled 
hundreds of miles, only to be notified 
that he was paying salaries. If there 
had been an association like the actors 
have, that manager would have been 
compelled to pay that amount in purses, 
or he would have had his show advertised 
by the association as unreliable, and the 
game and contestants would have re- 
ceived some protection. 

Ten years ago it was an easy matter 
to kid she public regarding a rodeo, but 
today they make a study of the game 
and know that the rodeo is a competitive 
contest, while the Wild West show is a 
salary proposition. Mcst of the rodeo 
fans today can tell you “Who's Who” in 
the rodeo game. 

Thru the Corral we can get together 
and thrash out the vital points that con- 
cern the life and death of the rodeo 
game. I would like to hear from rodeo 
managers thruout the country, in care 
of the Corral, about anything that will 
help protect the game, so that rodeos 
can be recognized. 


Remember, it is up to us who follow 
the game to try and protect it so that 
we may survive, and the only way to do 
so is to keep the game clean. 
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Gibson, Hoot’s former wife, were riding 
there that fall. By a peculiar twist of fate, 
the Pendleton Roundup at which her ca- 
reer was brought to such a tragic close 
was also the show at which Bonnie Mc- 
Carroll started that colorful career, for 
when in 1915 she appeared there for the 
first time, she won the woman's champion- 
ship in bronco riding, her first big con- 
quest. Two years later she took up riding 
as a profession and during the past 10 
years won championship honors in Chey- 
enne, Chicago, Madison Square Garden, 
New York; Yankee Stadium, New York, 
and in Wembley, England, where in 1924 
she won the title of world’s champion 
woman bronco rider and Mr. McCarroll 
was acclaimed the world's champion 
bulldogger. One of the several trophies 
won in England was the Lord Selfridge 
cup, awarded for her superiority in rid- 
ing. The 1929 roundup at Pendleton 
was to have been Mrs. McCarroll’s last 
appearance in the arena, for she had 
planned to retire and devote her time 
to the attractive new home which is 
nearing completion on the benchland 
overlooking Boise. The world knew 
Bonnie McCarroll as a skilled, fearless 
horsewoman of great charm, bringing 
to the old West shows a high standard 
of womanhood; her few intimates knew 
her as a delightful, home-loving little 
person; to the two who knew her best, 
her husband and her mother, she was 
a loving and devoted pal. 


Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch 


Governor Doyle E. Carlton, of Florida, 
was an interested spectator at the after- 
noon performance of Miller Bros.’ 101 
Ranch Wild West Show during the Jack- 
sonville stand. He met Col. Zack Miller 
in the marquee and they talked shop 
and business conditions before the of- 
ficial party was seated. The chief exec- 
utive was accompanied by Vivien V. 
Collins, adjutant general of Florida. 
Governor Carlton is an ardent horseman 
and sat thru the performance and the 
concert. He applauded vigorously when 
Ted Elder made his leap over a parked 
automobile while standing on two 
horses. George Dobbs, feature writer 
for The Times Union, reviewed the show 
and was seated with the Governor's par- 
ty. He gave the show a splendid notice, 
as did The Journal, presided over in 
the newsroom by City Editor Cohen. 

The railroad moves for the first few 
days out of Jacksonville proved trying 
for both the railroad officials and the 
show.

At the Virginia State Fair 


Melville-Reiss Shows Provide the Midway Attractions— 
Excellent Weather Adds to the Success of the Big 
Exposition in Richmond 


RICHMOND, Oct. 12.—The popularity of the John Robinson Circus below 
the Mason-Dixon Line was well attested at the 24th annual exhibition of the 


Virginia State Fair, where it constituted the majcr attraction. 


The big exposition 


got away to an excellent start with Children’s Day on October 7, when new at- 
tendance figures were recorded, and from all indications record-breaking crowds 


that held forth the balance of the week 
will shatter all previous attendance 
figures when the annual event closes 
tonight. 

Aided by 100 per cent co-operation 
from the weather man, and by the finest 
assortment of amusements that ever 
graced the local fair, the officials are 
sanguine of cutting a good-sized melon 
for their efforts. 

The Melville-Reiss Shows graced the 
midway with nine rides, 19 shows and a 
fine representation of concessions, Nate 
Miller heading the list with 25 stands, 
and augmented by the concessions of Joe 
End and Harry Edels, plus the regular 
concessionaires with the show. 

The new $60,000 grand stand evoked 
favorable commendation and is a valu- 
able addition to the plant. The other 
improvements consist of a newly laid 
out midway and administration offices, 
the latter adorning the main entrance, 
which is a decided improvement and 
tones up the approaches leading to the 
main gate. 

The present midway location, which is 
temporary, was somewhat disappointing 
to the Melville-Reiss Shows, which will 
be better arranged next year, it is un- 
derstood. 

The fair officials made a mistake by 
installing a number of frame stands in 
the center of the midway, which not only 
detracts from the appearance of the 
midway, but likewise encroaches on the 
show that is vested ‘vith the contract to 
provide the concessions. 

Owing to the expense of making the 
1929 improvements, it was impossible to 
construct the new race track, and con- 
sequently the fair operated this year 
However, 
the race track will be ready for the 1930 
exhibition. 

The Robinson Circus was the undis- 
puted headline offering at the fair and 
clicked with excellent results, using the 
same leyout as at the Trenton Fair, only 
augmented with its seats, which were 
constructed around the rings facing the 
grand stand, where many circus patrons 
were able to enjoy the big spectacular 
show that was given twice daily, at 2:30 
and 8:15. 

This is the first time the Virginia State 
Fa'r has dispensed with free acts in 
favor of a tented aggregation, and ac- 
cording to the views expressed by Man- 
aging Director Charles A. Somma, the 
Virginia State Fair next season will re- 
peat the circus, especially if the Hagen- 
beck-Wallace Show can be obtained. 

The circus made an excellent flash, 
both day and night, and registered well 
with Richmonders. Somma was con- 
gratulated by many of his patrons for 
selecting the Robinson Circus in lieu 
of *he customary free-act bill. The gen- 
eral consensus of opinion favored the 
circus as an offering par excellence. The 
fair, furthermore, since it discontinued 
the old race track and razed the two 
stages in view of the improvements made 
to the plant, incurred no extra expense 
in meking ready for the circus. 

Eatrance to the grand stand was made 
thru the side show of the circus, with

West Texas Fairs 


Have Good Season 


DALLAS, Oct. 12. — West Texas fairs 
are making money this year, John Bos- 
well, manager of the Southwest Develop- 
ment service of the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce, said Wednesday on his return 
from a trip over the major portion of 
that section. 

The Amarillo Tri-State Fair cleared 
$12,000 in spite of the fact that admis- 
sion to the grounds was free, Mr. Boswell 
said. The Childress State Fair made 
$5,000, he said, and the crowds at the 
Panhandle-South Plains Fair at Lubbock 
and the Midwest Exposition at Sweet- 
water indicate that attendance records 
will be broken. 

“The most conspicuous features of the 
fairs I visited were the exhibits of dairy 
cattle, mostly jerseys,” Mr. Boswell said.

Motion Pictures produced each month 
by the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion at the Atlas Educational Film Com- 
pany’s Oak Park Studio, it was revealed 
here this week by Bertram B. Bates, di- 
rector, and C. L. “Duke” Jordan, scenario 
and continuity writer for the organiza- 
tions. Arthur Berthelet, another Atlas 
director, also reiterated the declarations 
of Jordan and Bates. 

“There isn't any such a thing as a 
farmer with chin whiskers sucking a 
piece of straw any more,” said Jordan. 
“Our motion pictures that are circulated 
free among 1,500 County Farm Bureaus 
thruout the United States must have 
characters who are true to type. How- 
ever, the ordinary stage juvenile leading 
man will not do for our heroes because 
the majority that have applied to us for 
parts are not husky enough.” 

“The majority of actors and actresses 
who are given parts in Official A. F. B. F. 
Motion Pictures are men and women who 
have been raised on farms and in rural 
communities so that they know what it’s 
all about when they get out on a barn- 
yard location,” Director Bates declared. 

Right now the Farm Bureau Motion 
Picture Division is casting two photo- 
plays and after a month’s research has 
practically assembled a cast of real 
farmer types. 

A survey among the farm movie fans 
revealed that pleasingly plump heroines 
were much preferred and that the rural 
photoplay addicts are not interested in 
the boyish type of figure.

This department marks the beginning 
of a policy of broadening the scope of 
the fair inaugurated by Alfred C. Newell, 
president of the Southeastern Fair Asso- 
cietion. Under this plan it is proposed 
to develop at Lakewood Park a great 
interstate exposition of the manufac- 
tured products of the entire Southeast, 
similar to the famous Eastern States Fair 
at Springfield, Mass., with a building 
erected and maintained on the grounds 
by each Southeastern State, and with an 
annual display of the whole enormous 
variety of manufactured products pro- 
duced in the Southeast, whose industrial 
grov'th in the last 10 vears has been the 
marvel of the nation. 

Tuesday at the fair was Greater At- 
lanta Day, ushered in with a monster 
down-town parade; Wednesday was 
Farmers’ Day, with thousands of farmers 
from all parts of Georgia taking advan-

After a conference held Thursday be- 
tween members of the fair board and of- 
ficials of the Board of Education, an- 
nouncement was made that an agreement 
had been reached. The schools observed 
the holiday as scheduled, but the fair as- 
sociation stopped all games of chance. 

The King Bros.’ Rodeo and Wild West 
are furnishing a two-hour show in front 
of the grand stand, and have been going 
over big. It is the first time a Wild West 
performance has been given here on a 
bie scale, and the officials are highly 
pleased with the way the public is taking 
to the offering. Over 100 head of stock 
is carried by the King Company, and 57 
people appear in the program of rough- 
and-ready Western pastimes. 

During the afternoon, four racing 
events” are held. The Madison Square 
Garden Band and Johnny Lee’s Band are 
offering the musical program in the 
grand stand and on the plaza. At night 
a fireworks display ts given as the finale. 


The Royal American Shows, playing 
their first engagement in the State, won 
instant favor with the midway devotees, 
and business has been good—better than 
in previous years. The Royal American 
is one of the finest outfits ever on the 
grounds, with everything snappy and 
clean Ten big riding devices and 20 
shows, a lot of them entirely new to 
Atlanta, are in the lineup. The Dragon 
Ride has been by far the top money- 
getter, while some of the other rides did 
not do so much only on Children’s Day. 
This is accounted for by the fact that 
Lakewood has a permanent set of the 
standard rides, which are in operation 
all summer.

Tues-lay’s busi- 
ness was light, but came back strong 
Wednesday and Thursday. 


Capt. Harry LaBelle joined with his 
latest flash, called “Panorama”, which 
is nicely framed and should click with 
the midway’s patrons. 


The Melville-Reiss Shows made a 
pleasing impression with their high- 
class shows and the attractive manner 
in which they were presented. It is 
understood the show paid $15,200 for 
the Richmond contract. 


Carleton Collins, director of public re- 
lations, stated the show would be en- 
larged to 35 cars next year, and new 
railroad equipment would be added, in 
addition to two more modern rides. 


The Robinson Circus offered a splen- 
did program that was well received. In 
the absence of the race track, it was 
possible to stage the show close to the 
grand stand, which was responsible for 
its clicking to excellent advantage. Such 
acts as Reno McCree Troupe, Rudynoff 
Family, Hollis Duo, Daye Sisters, Neiss 
Troupe, Edward Ward Flyers, LaMott’s 
Arabs, Aerial Kelleys and Rowland Sis- 
ters scored distinctly. In clown alley 
was Harry LaPearl, Lawrence Anderson, 
Buster March, Jimmy Thomas, Lou Pla- 
mondon, Micky Blue, Potters and Cook 
Brothers, who added plenty of zest to 
the program. 


Bob Hickey directed the advance of 
the circus, while Arthur Hopper, gen- 
eral agent, was much in evidence. Man- 
ager Jess Adkins is recovering the use of 
his leg, and sometimes becomes so en- 
thused with the progress he is making 
that he forgets his old trusty walking 
stick. Rex de Rosselli handled the pub- 
licity back. George Davis, concessionaire 


manager, has had a busy season, es- 
pecially in the South. Legal Adjuster

The Virginia State Fair came in for 
extensive advertising, as the Robinson 
Circus posted 19,000 pieces of paper with- 


the extensive billing of the Melville-

of $20,000 for advertising, both billboards 
and newspapers. Forty-two weekly news- 
papers and the Richmond papers were 
used. One hundred 24-sheet stands 
were used thruout this section. 


Rain insurance to the amount of $20,-

it. 


The addition of the new grand stand 
filled a long-felt want and is an impos- 
ing looking structure, representing an 
investment of $60,000. Its dimensions 
are 242 feet wide and 200 deep. The 
seating capacity is 4,018, and these seats 
bring $1 each, plus 35 boxes at $1.25. 
The grand stand, which is of steel and 
concrete, can be enlarged advantage- 
ously whenever desired. Spacious rest 
rooms are on the ground floor. 


Considerable revenue was derived by 
the fair from the sale of seats that en- 
circled the rings, which brought 50 cents 
each, and were well occupied during the 
matinees. Cold weather at night hurt 
the grand-stand attendance, which ap- 
plied to the midway. 


The Richmond newspapers gave the 
fair their undivided support this year. 
In former years the local press has been 
lukewarm toward the exhibition.

a@ large red volume—and find the word 
“fair” is derived from the old French 
“feire’, the modern French “foire”, the 
Italian “fiera”, the Latin “feria”, mean- 
ing holiday, and that this is connected 
with «he Latin “festus”, meaning feast. 
In the United States there are no fairs 
of the kind that have been common in 
the old world. This term here is ap- 
plied to a variety of exhibitions, such 
as church, charity and agricultural ex- 
hibitions, and local, State, national or in- 
ternational expositions or fairs. The 
fact is the term is applied to all ex- 
hibitions where people are expected to 
bestow patronage or make purchases 


One of the most noted of the old fairs 
was that of Saint Bartholomew in Lon- 
don, founded at the beginning of the 
12th century. 

The greatest fairs in Germany are 
those of Frankfort, Leipzig and Bruns- 
wick. Other noted and historic fairs 
held yearly or semiannually in Burope 
are those of Zurich. Switzerland: 
Budapest, Hungary; Sinigaglia, Italy; 
Lyons, France (before the war), and 
Nizhni-Novgorod, Russia. The last 
named yearly attracts buyers from all 
parts of Europe and Central and North- 
ern Asia. and merchandise worth $100,- 
000,000 changes hands. At Mecca, in 
Arabia, the fair is held in connection 
with the annual pilgrimage of Moham- 
medans, and is one of the most pictur- 
esque in the world—Mebane (N. C.)

To Postpone Labor Day 


N. A. A. P. Support Will Be 


Asked by Eastern Hotel and 


Amusement Men—Changing of Holiday to Third Week 


in September Would 


Extend Park Season 


BOSTON, Oct. 


12.—The National Association of Amusement Parks will be 


asked to support a movement inaugurkted by the hotel men of New England for 
an extension of the summer season by postponing Labor Day from the first Mon- 
day in September to the third Monday of the same month. T. L. Gill, one of the 
largest amusement owners in the East, intends calling the matter to the atten- 


tion of the National Association as the 
annual meeting in Chicago in December. 

The Massachusetts and New Hampshire 
Hotel Associations started the campaign 
for Labor Day to be observed the third 
Monday in September, and have received 
the endorsement of the American Hotel 
Association. 

In a resolution offered at the recent 
nafional ccnvention of hotel men the 
Massachusetts delegation called for all 
possible support to obtain legislation in 
the several States, setting Labor Day 
ahead, and insisted that the present 
situation “is not in the best interests of 
the public and those whose business it 
is to cater to its needs and enjoyment.” 

It was pointed out that many people 
have to curtail their holidays in the 
midst of the finest weather of the year, 
merely because Labor Day is regarded as 
an arbitrary date, after which public 
schools open their sessions and business 
takes on renewed activity. 

Not only do visitors to New England 
miss the Indian summer, but travelers in 
Europe have to leave for America in 
August, when they might have enjoyed 
autumn abroad. 

At the Chicago meeting of the National 
Association of Amusement Parks Mr. 
Gill proposes to call the situation to the 
attention of the association, and asking 
for an endorsement of the plan. 

The extension would mean two weeks 
more of business for the amusement men 
all over the country during a period of 
the year when the weather is ideal, Mr. 
Gill claims. He believes there can be no 
serious objection from the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to the proposed exten- 
sion of the summer season, while at the 
same time it would be a boon to the 
hotel men and amusement owners. 

With the united support of the hotel 
men, amus2ment men and labor organi- 
zations, it is possible for the change to 
be made, Mr. Gill feels. He has written 
to several other amusement men in 
New England, asking their support and 
opinions in the matter. 


PARK DANCING 
IN MILWAUKEE 
SHOWS INCREASE 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 12.—Shattering last 
year’s attendance mark by more than 
12,000, Milwaukee’s outdoor park dance 
season closed recently. The total was 
111,855 for the summer. This was re- 
vealed by Frank Schumacher, secretary 
of the park board. Last year’s attend- 
ance was 98,347.

Park Advertising 


(HENRY A. GUENTHER, in N. A. A. P. 
Monthly Bulletin) 


To n‘ake advertising pay, you must 
meet all of the requirements relative to 
cleanliness, lighting, policing, courtesy 
of your employees, proper walks, well 
kept buildings and then your attractions. 

From my personal analysis, I believe 
that billboard advertising of the right 
kind, pictorial posters with the features 
concisely printed, and the boards them- 
selves placed in good locations is the 
best kifid of advertising. This must be 
augmented, however, by newspaper an- 
nouncements, which should be steady 
and regular, it being unnecessary to have 
large space. This gives you the privilege 
of weekly “writeups” and an occasional 
spread story on first, second or third 
page. Feature advertising for special 
events always brings crowds and leaves 
a lasting impression and helps the entire 
advertising scheme of your park. 

I am a firm believer that advertising 
of parks should be rounded out by 
souvenirs distributed among the chil- 
dren, with an occasional novelty or freak 
advertising act parading the streets of 
the municipalities from which you ex- 
pect to draw your patrons. A printed 
booklet or circular, neatly arranged, with 
pictures of attractions in the park, in 
colors, when properly circulated to busi- 
ness houses, Sunday schools, churches, 
clubs and societies, is another means 
of advertising which is very helpful in 
producing business and bringing direct 
results This medium should not be 
overlooked. 

Park organs, tabloids and other papers 
are very good, but very expensive because 
of the manner of distribution necessary 
to get same in the hands of your pros- 
pective patrons. 

The good will created by the giving 
out of serviceable souvenirs with the 
name of your park and special features 
printed thereon is one of the best and 
cheapest mediums of advertising that 
any park can do. These souvenirs should 
be purchased with the idea of giving 
the kiddies something they can play 
with as a remembrance of their visit to 
your park. 

In all of your advertising matter never 
misquote or misrepresent any attractions 
or features that you may have. Stick 
strictly to the actual facts. Present 
them in short form and use pictures or 


‘cuts wherever possible. 


The amount to be spent for advertis- 
ing must be governed by the park man 
himself, using as a basis the gate re- 
ceipts, but where the park has a free 
gate, the gross amount of receipts should 
be used as a basis for the amount to be 
spent. Where competition in park and 
amusement business is great, this pro- 
portion of expenditure should be greater 
than in localities where there is little 
competition.

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Shows Losing 
At Fair Dates 


Bad Weather General Over 
South, Causing Drop Be- 
low Last Year 


The generally bad weather Guring the 
last few weeks has been the cause of 
heavy losses to some shows, and should 
this condition continue much longer 
there is danger of a number of shows 
closing the season with a deficit. 

None of the show owners have made 
any direct statements, but those in 4 
position to know are positive some dates 
proved bad. Particularly is this true at 
some of the Eastern and Southeastern 
fairs which are bought outright by car- 
nivals. Memphis lost Children’s Day by 
rain, causing a slump on the midway 
and attendance which. could not be re- 
gained. Winston-Salem started off in 
the rain, the final figures showing an 
attendance of only 90,000. 

At Gastonia the flood stage was almost 
reached and the city water supply was 
cut off by the high waters. What effect 
it had on the fair is not known, but this 
one also must have been decidedly off. 
The Sheesley Shows played this engage- 
ment. 

Tréntondieadee lot of rain, as also did 
Brockton. However, independent mid- 
ways plaved both these dates and re- 
ported fair business. Birmingham got a 
break this year with the weather man 
and put over the biggest fair ever held 
in Alabama. 

Conditions in the Southeast appear to 
be the best in several years and a great 
fair season would have been played by 
the various shows had the weather not 
interfered. As a great number of the 
larger dates are yet to be played, it is 
possible the shows will have several good 
weeks before the end of the season. 

Reports from Little Rock, where the 
Rubin & Cherry Shows are holding forth, 
are optimistic and state this year’s event 
will eclipse all former Arkansas State 
dates. Richmond was another on last 
week and the Melville-Reiss Company 
was doing plenty business. Atlanta 
opened with big crowds and the Royal 
American made a great hit. Permanent 
rides here, however, don’t do the carni- 
val any good. 

From general observation carnival 
managers and agents buying fairs seem 
to base their bids on prospective conces- 
sion space. One recently remarked he 
paid so many thousands for a certain 
fair because he could sell that much 
concession space. A lot of rain with a 
big show and it is easy to see where the 
carnival gets out. If this system were 
used continually the show could make 
more money playing still. Some will 
start the next year with the avowed 
intention of not playing any fairs unless 
there is a great change in prices and the 
tender of a little co-operation in putting 
it over. 

As it stands now a carnival manager 
buys the fair, has to pay for lights in 
many instances, hire his ticket takers 
and a lot of other things which cost 
money, and the fair management hardly 
knows he is on the ground. And most 
fairs exact a high deposit which they 
hold all year.

The Truck Concessionaire 

“Why,” asks w. J. (Trish) Brett, “is 

it that carnival managers will sell the 

best space on a fairgrounds to hop- 

scotch truck concessionaires, and locate 

those who have been with the show all 
season in any space that is left?” 

The question is not meant as a rap to 
the concessionaire, but rather the tactics 
used by managers in laying out space 
on a fairgrounds. He further said: “If 
a concessionaire is with a show all sea- 
son, pays his privilege weekly, asks no 
favors, takes the bad weeks with the 
good, then why isn’t he entitled to a 
good location at fair time so he may 
make a few dollars after a hard sum- 
mer?” 

This is, or has been, a practice around 
most shows for years. It is nothing new 
to see a few concession men come in for 
a fair and draw the choice locations, tho 
they do not pay the show one cent more 
than the concessionaires attached to the 
outfit. This has been practiced to such 
an extent it is almost advisable for con- 
cession people to leave the show they are 
with and go about from fair to fair in 
order to get locations. 

After a man has been with a show all 
season and paid his good money to play 
spots which were terrible, and then have 
the manager locate him “out of the 
money at some good fair, it is no won- 
der the concession man rebels. If a 
manager needs a few dollars during these 
lean weeks, he doesn’t go to some man 
not with his show for a loan. No, in- 
deed, that is all out of line. But he 
does go to those who are with him, and 
rightfully so. But he shouldn't forget 
these people when the chance comes to 
make a few dollars. Just another 
demonstration of why so many shows go

The usual custom of a 5-cent admission 
to children to all midway attractions 
prevailed, with the result that literally 
thousands of youngsters kept the rides 
turning and the shows busy thruout the 
day. More than 4,000 children’s tickets 
were sold on the Skooter alone, and the 
other rides sold from 2,500 on the Lindy 
Loop to around 3,800 on the ever-popular 
Merry-Go-Round. The shows were not 
far behind, with Carl Lauther’s Circus 
side Show, “Irish Jack” Lynch orating 
on the front, leading the way. Lauther 
had the pleasure of topping the big Side 
show and Annex of the John Robinson 
Circus, despite the fact that his show 
was toward the rear of the Pleasure 
Trail, while the Robinson Side Show was 
next to the grand stand, almost in front 
of the main entrance. 


It was the first experience of the 
Melville-Reiss Shows to play a fair day 
and date with a big circus. The week is 
too early to state what the reactions will 
be, but at this stage it does not appear 
to this writer that the circus has either 
helped or hurt the midway. The John 
Robinson Circus, without big top, is 
being presented in front of the grand 
stand as the free attraction. Racing has 
been eliminated, as have fireworks, for 
this year. The circus is heavily billed 
thruout the State and particularly in 
this section, and as it has always been 
a popular show with Virginians probably 
will exercise extensive drawing power. 
At any rate, Monday, according to 
Secretary-Manager Charles A. Somma, 
was the best opening day in several years 
from a standpoint of attendance. While 
there is no means of comparing midway 
receipts with those of former years, Mr. 
Somma and his associates informed the 
writer that judging from the business 
being done by the shows and rides, the 
receipts would also set a first-day record 
for the last several years. 

The concessions, while enjoying a fair 
business, did not score as did the re- 
mainder of the midway attractions. 
There is always that percentage of fair 
visitors who derive their thrill from 
concession row, and that percentage gave 
Joe End, Nate Miller, Harry Edeles, L. C. 
Harvey, Roy Van Sickle, “Blondy” Mack, 
their agents and other concessionaires @ 
business that apparently was satisfying. 


Lynchburg ended in an abundance of 
sunshine that brought crowds to the 
fair and business to the box offices of 
the Melville-Reiss attractions. It was 
impossible, however, to overcome in two 
days the rain of the opening days, and 
the 1929 Interstate Fair went down in 
the Melville-Reiss books as a bloomer.

Th: run from Ada, Okla., was made in 
excellent time. Leaving there about 9 
o’clock in the morning, we arrived in 
Denison shortly after noon. It was one 
of the most enjoyable runs the writer 
can recall. The engineer of the Frisco, 
over which we traveled, handled the train 
as if it were composed of Pullmans. From 
Denison. we switched over to the South- 
ern Pacific, and the less said about the 
balance of the run the better. It was 
terrible. However, we arrived in due 
time, tired and hungry.

York County Fair 
Most Successful 


YORK, Pa., Oct. 12.—Presenting essen- 
tially a fair that embraces almost every 
possible feature that can be deemed as 
spectacular, and at the same time pre- 
serving a solid basis of exhibits and pro- 
gram, has this year brought the York 
County Fair to its most successful show- 
ng in the stretch of 75 years that it has 
been in operation. There is possibly no 
association in the country that can boast 
of as ideally laid out grounds, the inter- 
est centers being distributed so as to 
provide an even flow of the crowd from 
one end of the enclosure to the other. 
Ideal weather, marrod only by a coolness 
in the evenings, boosted the attendance, 
setting a high mark for all such exhibi- 
tions in this section of the East. 

In the skeleton layout of the fair, at- 
tention was first devoted to the things 
that would attract every class. There 
was the racing card, enlarged and bet- 
tered by higher purses, to lure the animal 
lovers. In point of farm interest, there 
were varieties of flowers, fruits and other 
products that embraced every money crop 
of Pennsylvania, while a like quantity 
idea prevailed in the stock exhibits and 
awards. In the spectacular sense, there 
were the automobile races, the midway 
attractions, and the Bernardi Greater 
Shows provided as complete a midway 
as could be found on any fairgrounds, 
while there were other acts in the regular 
bill in front of the grand stand which 
equaled anything in the section. 

It took many months of planning and 
untold clerical work to classify and com- 
plete the exhibit which would be all 
embracing. In this Secretary J. H. Rutter 
was at the helm. He toured other fairs, 
sought composite ideas, then enlarged 
and elaborated on them. On the other 
hand, the big attractions were left under 
the guidance of Herbert D. Smyser, the 
racing secretary. He was in personal 
supervision of the Wirth & Hamid free 
acts in front of the grand stand and in 
the handling of the chief shows. His 
work brought a flow of comments from 
visiting fair men. 

Turning to the midway, William Glick, 
general manager of the Bernardi outfit, 
and Max Linderman, his chief aid, en- 
larged their list of attractions. Some of 
the new things found were Hubert’s Show 
of Wonders and the Carrell Monkey Cir- 
cus, both rewarding their selection by 
getting big money. Hubert brought 
along an array of attractions for his 
show that pulled them in. It came direct 
from the Brockton Fair, and was under 
the management of Lester Roberts, the 
credit for its framing and originality 
going to Joe Lambert, who also handled 
the strong-man act. 

Carrell, who had a successful season 
with the Brown & Dyer Shows, which 
closed the week previous to the York 
Fair, brought his Monkey Circus. The 
ponies and monkeys are worked by his 
daughter in the arena, and the program 
is laid out entirely of circus acts, there 
being no speedway or motordrome.

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Milledgeville Fair 
Rides to Success 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Oct, 12.—The 
Middle Georgia Fair Association here is 
this week having the most successful 
exhibition since its organization in 1925. 

For two weeks prior to the opening of 
the fair the country was flooded with 
rain and high, waters, but a few days 
before the opening day (Monday) the 
sun began to shine, and by the time the 
carnival got on the lot the grounds were 
in excellent shape, and the weather has 
been ideal all the week. The J. T. Mc- 
Clellan Shows are furnishing the midway 
attractions on their first trip thru the 
South. They jumped from De Kalb, 
Miss., to Milledgeville and were a little 
late getting in on Monday, but got set 
up Monday and did some business.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Oct. 12.—The 
Middle Georgia Fair Association here is 
this week having the most successful 
exhibition since its organization in 1925. 

For two weeks prior to the opening of 
the fair the country was flooded with 
rain and high, waters, but a few days 
before the opening day (Monday) the 
sun began to shine, and by the time the 
carnival got on the lot the grounds were 
in excellent shape, and the weather has 
been ideal all] the week.

Hanly, the Davidsons and Toothman 
listed as the incorporators. 

Davidson and Hanly operated the 
Drake Bros.’ Circus this season. They 
have closed this show to devote all their 
time in the formulating of the plans for 
the new and greater show which will 
take the road in 1930. The title has 
not been decided upon, but it is likely 
that it will be an enlarged Drake Bros.’ 
Circus. 

Work on the new show has already 
started in winter quarters at South 
Charleston, and an office is being main- 
tained in the Davidson Building here. 

The present plans call for a 115-truck 
show, with a parade consisting of around 
70 moving pieces and a good number of 
mounted people to balance the lineup. 
The big top is to be a 100-foot round 
top, with three 40-foct middle pleces, 
and the side show, a 50-foot round top, 
with two 30-foot middle pieces. Some- 
thing entirely new is promised in the

Six elephants, 36 head of ring stock and 
a number of ponies will be carried. The 
advance will consist of 5 trucks and 15 
billposters, using a special line of paper. 
The show will open here early in April.
